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THE PROBLEM OF A DOMESTIC 
SUPPLY OF DYES AND COLORS. 


The abnormal conditions which have 
prevailed in domestic markets for dyes 
and dye materials and the difficulties 
which have attended the securing of 
supplies for the various consuming 
trades have made the dye problem of 
universal interest. Requirements for 
the immediate future are giving con- 
cern to some consumers, and reports 
that large textile mills are closing be- 
cause of their inability to secure the 
dyes and colors which are essential for 
the continuance of the business, certi- 
fies to the shortage of these materials. 
Even if it be true that large stocks 
have been accumulated by speculative 
interests who are holding them with the 
expectation of realizing higher prices 
later on, the unequal distribution of 
supplies thus brought about consti- 
tutes an actual shortage in spite of the 
seeming paradox. However, the ab- 
serbing question of the supply of dyes 
goes beyond the alleviation of tempo- 
rary wants and the surmounting of 
difficulties born of abnormal condi- 
tions. It reverts to the subject’ of a 
permanent supply and reiterates the 
question which has been asked repeat- 
edly during the past year:—Can this 
country establish and maintain a dye 
industry ample enough to satisfy the 
needs of domestic consumers? To find 
an answer to this question necessitates 
a consideration of the following 
points:—1. Is such a project possible? 
2. Is it desirable? 3. Is it practical? 

The possibility of developing a do- 
mestic industry for the production of 
colors and dyes, considered merely from 
its physical aspect, is beyond dispute. 
This is equivalent to asking whether 
we have the needed raw materials and 
the facilities for working them up into 
the finished products. As bituminous 
coal is the primary material from which 
the coal-tar products are obtained it 
is obvious that this country is inde- 
pendent on that score. If the ability 
to produce raw materials in sufficient 
quantities is called into question, the 
following citation from the report of 
the Chemicals and Dyestuffs Commit- 
tee of the American Chemical Society 
may be regarded as authoritative:— 
“The best information your committee 
has so far been able to gather is that this 
country can produce so-called coal-tar 
raw material in amounts sufficient for 
the needs of a complete domestic coal- 














tar chemical industry, inclusive of ex- 
plosives and dyes, provided there is a 
certainty of outlet to volume anid 
continuity.” It is equally obvious that 
we have the capital, labor, etc., which 
would be required in the operation of 
the industry, and it would a slut 
upon the intelligence of our people to 
assume that our chemists and 
business men were unable to do full 
justice to any calls which might be 
made upon them. While the extent of 
domestic production might be curtailed 
to a slight extent, owing to restrictions 
imposed by existing patents, this would 
be of small moment, as the _ patent 
rights on the colors used most exten- 
sively in this country have long since 
expired.

the desirability of having a home pro- 
duction of dyes and colors; especially 
so in the light of existing conditions in 
the textile and other trades, which 
may be traced directly to our depend- 
ence upon sources of supply 
for these commodities. In a general 
way it may be argued that if it is ad- 
vantageous to develop our natural re- 
sources exception should not be 
made in the case of the production of 
dyes. The benefits to be derived from 
the development of other industries, 
such as opportunity for labor, greater 
circulation of money, increased values 
given to raw materials as a result of 
manufacture, apply with equal 
force to the dye and color trade. A 
industry would be a pro- 
tection against exigencies such as have 
arisen during the past twelve months.

On the other hand, it is pointed out 
that the industry, when viewed from 
the standpoint of dollars and cents, 


never could be developed so as to class 
with our really large enterprises. Ex- 
perience gained through years of ef- 
fort have convinced some of the lead- 
ing manufacturers in this line that a 
home industry can be established on a 
permanent basis only through the me- 
dium of a protective tariff. In other 
words, it is admitted on excellent tes- 
timony that a home industry would 
higher prices. Viewed in this 
light there is some room for doubt re- 
garding the desirability of establishing 
a dye industry in this country which 


mean 


would eliminate foreign offerings. If 
it be true, as some have stated, that 
nations, like individuals, have their 


own peculiarities and that one nation 
is better fitted than another to con- 
trol a certain industry, it might be a 
questionable policy for another nation 
favorably situated to enter the 
field with any hopes of material suc- 
Under normal conditions we can 
obtain foreign-made dyes and colors 
cheaper than we can produce them. If 
we produce them at the higher prices, 
the consumer, upon whom the extra 
taxation must fall, may not regard the 
home industry exactly in the light of a 
benefit. The importation of dyes, 
through the customs duties collected, is 
a source of revenue to the country. The 
elimination of foreign dyes would cut 
off this revenue and thus register a 
point against the desirability of a home 
production. 

Having established the fact that this 
country is thoroughly equipped to un- 
dertake the production of dyes and 
colors, and assuming that such a 
course would be favored by the trade 
in general, the practical side of the 
question looms up in a disconcerting 
way. Here the discussion treats of the 
financial aspect, and the probabilities 
of doing business at a_ satisfactory 
profit will be examined closely by those 
who would be inclined to contribute to 
the financial support of a home indus- 
try. If present market prices for dyes 
were to hold good there is no doubt 
about financial success which might be 


less 


cess. 
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achieved, but to establish a permanent 
industry it is necessary to figure on 
normal prices and normal conditions. 
In the first place some idea of the ex- 
tent to which our production of dyes 
might be extended can be obtained 
from the import figures of the coun- 
try. These figures show imports of 
@yes, colors, ete., at a value of about 
$12,000,000. There are about one thou- 
sand different products included in this 
total and in order to make home pro- 
duction compiete in supplying domes- 
tic consumers it would be necessary to 
produce all of these various colors. 
This at once presents a _ difficulty 
which would make a thorough output 
of dyes in this country a matter re- 
mote in time and it serves to check the 
ardor of investors. Considerable prog- 
ress has been made in recent months 
in the manufacture of dyes and inter- 
mediates in this country. This expan- 
sion no doubt would be still more pro- 
nounced had the explosives trades 


been less insistent in their demands 
for benzol, toluol and kindred pred- 
ucts. The precedent thus established is 


encouraging, and certain colors in gen- 
eral use will be produced here in com- 
paratively large amounts during the 
year to come. While it is premature 
to say that any specific dye will be 
produced in the future by domestic 
plants, yet it is true that constructive 
steps have been taken to relieve the 
shortage of foreign-made goods, and 
with the experience gained it may be 
possible for the branches thus started 
te carry on indefinitely. To narrow 
dcmestic production to the materials 
in greatest demand and which are most 
adaptable to home production seems 
tc offer the most practical way for en- 
tering in earnest and in a permanent 
way upon the manufacture of dyes in 
this country. 





THE COTTONSEED OIL SITUATION 


No year in the modern history of the 
cottonseed oil trade has been so fraught 
with untoward incidents. Not since 
the world began has there been such 
a war as has been waging for the past 
year in Europe, and what the results 
would be from this war no one could 
know. We had no precedents to go 
by; no idea of what would be the re- 
sults in the commercial world, and the 
year has certainly been full of sur- 
prises. At the breaking out of the war 
there was an intense depression in all 
lines, and cottonseed products were 
thrown overboard, almost regardless of 
price, the market declining to an un- 
warranted degree. On top of this came 
the greatest cotton crop on record, 
and, as results have shown, the seed 
produced refined oil to the extent of 
a little over four million barrels. This 
enormous production, coupled with two 
or three hundred thousand barrels car- 
ried over from the previous season, 
has given a visible supply well over 
four and one-quarter million barrels of 
refined oil to distribute. 

Much to the surprise of the commer- 
cial world, foreign exchange in the 
early part of the war soared to un- 
heard-of figures, instead of being de- 
pressed, as might be supposed. This, 
together with freight hardships, made 
exports uncertain and difficult, and, 
while many expected a large demand 
from the countries at war, it was a 
very doubtful question what our ex- 
ports would amount to, and, as a mat- 
ter of fact, in the early months of the 
cotton oil year, great quantities were 
taken both by England and continental 
markets, a great many of the parcels 
being bought for speculative account. 
For a number of months cottonseed 
products, as well as lard, found their 
way into Germany and _ Austria, 
through neutral countries as well as by 
direct shipments, and in this manner 
enormous quantities were exported. 
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But, as the year wore on, the position 
taken by the British and their allies 
made the shipping of supplies into Ger- 
many increasingly difficult, and this 
has, in a great measure, curtailed ex- 
ports of the later months, with the re- 
sult that, instead of there being a rec- 
ord export, there will not be much 
more than 800,000 barrels shipped out 
of the country. The official figures will 
soon be a matter of record, as the sea- 
son closed August 31. 

It is generally conceded that the do- 
Inestic consumption of cotton oi! in 
compound lard has not been as great 
as it was in the previous year, and it 
is dcubtful whether other outiats in 
the domestic market have made up tis 
difference or shortage in the compound 
consumption. Sc it is really safs to 
assume that no more oil was consumed 
at home this past year than the year 
previous, but taking, for example, the 
figures of the year of greatest domes- 
tic consumption in the history vof the 
trade, ples the exports, it would be 
conservative to estimate that the carry 
over into the new season will at 
least 700,06¢ barrels of oil. 


he 
lonring the time of low prices in the 
early part of the season, a tremendous 
speculative buying wave swept over 
the country, and interests from Maine 
to the Texas line, east, west, north and 
south, were buying cotton oil, with the 
resuly that oil advanced from a iittie 
over 4%c. to 7.85c. a pound. Just as 
of oil swung too low, lower 
thar the conditions warranted, just so 
the speculative wave carried it far 
above what was conservative and nor- 
mal, with the result that when the 
Speculative holders attempted to liqui- 
date, they found there was plenty of 
il fcr everybody and the market de- 
clined to the recent low point of abvut 
5.22c. for prime summer yellow, in the 
local market. Consumers did not fol- 
low the price of oil to any great extent, 
after it passed the 6%c. mark, and the 
consequence was that enormous quan- 
tities of oil were sold by the refiners to 
speculators who did not want the oil, 
and many of them, being convinced 
that there would ultimately be a short- 
age this summer, and high prices, man- 
aged to finance their purchases, take 
delivery of the oil, and place it in stor- 
age, with the result, in many instances, 
that huge paper profits 
were turned into losses. 

One would naturally suppose that a 
condition of war, such as exists, would 
create an enormous demand for provi- 
sions of all kinds, and yet as a matter 
of fact, the stocks of our provision 
market steadily increased and the 
price has just as steadily declined—es- 
pecially so in lard—and today there 
are almost the largest stocks of lard 
on record in Chicago, with trade con- 
tinuing very dull, so that it does not 
look as if we could hope for any great 
help from the lard market for some 
time to come.

While at the beginning of the season 
last year large profits tempted many to 
take chances in doing a large export 
trade, the outlook at the present time, 
if the war continues, is that we will 
not be able to export as much this 
coming year as we did last; not only 
because it is difficult to get the oil into 
the belligerent countries, which are be- 
ing blockaded more or less success- 
fully, but because exchange has sunk 
to unprecedented low levels; freights 
are abnormally high, and a great quan- 
tity of oil-bearing seeds, grains and 
nuts, which ordinarily are crushed in 
termany and her allies’ territory, 
have all had to seek other markets, 
and today England is choked with fats 
of all descriptions—the English crush- 
ers having had the pick of the world 
in buying their oleaginous raw mate- 
rial. Cocoanut and palm oils have sold 
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lower than they have for years, and 
the fat market in Great Britain, both 
for edible and soap purposes, does not 
look as if there would be any hope of a 


large trade with that country at re- 
cent prices for some time to come. 
Therefore, it is safe to assume, with 


all these factors taken into considera- 
tion, that there will be no record de- 
mand for export of our oil at least for 
several months to come, and domestic 
consumption must be more largely de- 


pended upon to distribute the coming 


production. 

It is assumed that there was (on 
September 1) in the neighborhood of 
700,000 barrels of oil in various posi- 


tions held in this country. Many. spec- 
ulators have refused to take their 
losses on old crop and have switched 
their holdings from July, August and 
September into the new crop months, 
principally January and March, 1916. 
So, at present, an enormous 
long interest in these months, owned 
almost entirely by while 
probably 75 per cent. the “shorts” 
are refiners. 

A tremendous reduction taken 
place in the probable cotton crop com- 
pared with last year, but the most con- 
servative estimates do 
the fact that—barring 
weather million- 
bale crop of cotton will be made, which 
means, in round figures, a 
of six million tons of seed. 
if 80 per cent. of the seed 
which has been done before, there will 
be a crop of 4,800,000 tons. On an aver- 
age of forty gallons per ton, this would 
give about 3,800,000 barrels of crude oil 
as the probable production for the 
coming season—which will make in the 
neighborhood of 3,400,000 to 3,500,000 
barrels of refined oil. Coupled with the 
carry-over, there will be practically an- 
other four million barrel supply of re- 
fined oil to sell during the coming sea- 
son.

gerate the total amount that can be 


taken by the soap trade as cotton oil 
has to compete with numberless other 
fats. Cocoanut oil is cheap; soya bean 
oil will probably be in plentiful 
ply, and so we cannot look for any un- 
precedented demand from the soap ket- 
tle, unless the market declines consid- 
erably from present levels, while 8c. 
lard will not warrant any boom prices 
for cotton oil, when there is a difference 
of only pound. With this 
small difference, pure lard certainly will 
not stimulate the compound trade to 
any marked extent. So there appears 
to be very good foundation for the be- 
lief that there will be plenty of oil ar 
about present prices, for all possible 
needs, barring unforeseen difficulties 
which may arise during the coming sea- 
son. 

It is only reasonable to suppose that, 
as extensive preparations have been, 
and are being made, to finance the 
growing cotton crop and, as cotton is so 
much more easily carried and taken 
care of than the seed that the planter 
will be wise in selling his seed around 
present values or even lower, and turn- 
ing this part of it into cash, and hola 
his cotton, rather than store a cheap 
article of considerable bulk, which is 
very apt to deteriorate, when he can 
hold his cotton, and run no danger of 
its serious deterioration. At any rate, 
whether the crop is large or small, there 
will be plenty of oil made during the 
first three or four months of the new 
crushing season. <Any shortage that 
might appear will not come till later 
in the season, as the mills practically 
run full-blast during the first three 
crushing months. 

Finally after taking all these features 
into consideration, it would appear the

part of wisdom to “sail very close to 
the wind” during this coming year, 


and to maintain a conservative attitude 
in regard to prices. While, of course, 
waves of speculation may influence the 
market either above or below a level of 
6c. a pound, during the coming season, 
it does not now appear that conditions 
will warrant any great advance over 6c., 
nor any serious decline under it. In 
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other words, it seems that the swing 
of the market for prime summer yel- 
low in New York could be conserva- 
tively placed at nothing above 7c. and 
nothing under 5c. The probabilities are 
that the market will not reach either 
of these figures, except through some 
technical situation that might influence 
temporarily a lower level of prices than 
is warranted by actual conditions.

Service Announcements of Bureau of 
Chemistry. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Sept. 3, 1915. 


The Bureau of Chemistry has issued a 
number of service and regulatory an- 
nouncements of interest to the drug trade. 
One of these announcements is to the 
effect that, in the bureau’s opinion, the 
use of lactic acid in food products in 
moderate amounts is not objectionable if 
it is free from deleterious impurities, 
among which lead is specifically men- 
tioned. 

In the opinion of the bureau, the term 
“cinchona (China) bitters’’ may be ap- 
plied to preparations for which no thera- 
peutic claims are made, other than that 
they are stomachics, provided that they 
contain enough cinchona alkaloids to give 
a bitter taste. However, says the Bu- 
reau Bulletin, such preparations are not 
entitled to bear statements that they are 
or value to treatment of maleria or other 
diseases unless an ordinary portion of 
such a compound contains a medicinal 
dose of those cinchona alkaloids which 
are vaiuable in the treatment of the 
specified diseases. 

Under the title of ‘“‘buchu gin’ the Bul- 
letin says:— 

It is the opinion of the bureau that gin is of 
no value in the treatment of diseases of the 
genito-urinary system, and that, in fact, it is 
contra-indicated in all genito-urinary conditions 
for which buchu is sometimes prescribed. It is 
further the opinion of the bureau that the 
addition of buchu, in any form, to gin does 
not make a mixture of any value in the treat- 
ment of genito-urinary diseases. The bureau 
will, therefore, regard as misbranded, under 
section 8 of the Food and Drugs Act, any com- 
pound of buchu and gin that bears upon its 
label and therapeutic claim with reference to 
genito-urinary diseases. 


Latest Appraisers’ Decisions, 


Chemical Glassware. 


The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers overruled the protest of the 
Surgical Supply Importing Company of 
New York in regard to the assessment 
of duty on an importation of glassware 
used for chemical purposes. It was as- 
sessed at the rate of 60 per cent. ad va- 
lorem under paragraph 98 of the> tariff 
act of 1909, and claimed dutiable as man- 
ufactures of glass not specially provided 
for under paragraph 109 of the same act 


at 45 per cent. ad valorem. The testi- 
mony in the case was in effect that tne 
merchandise was similar to that which 
was the subject in a previous decision 
(protest No. 629786). At the trial it was 
stipulated that the record in that case 


be made part of the record im this. Pro- 
lest 629786 related to a hollow containe:s 
and cover, each composed of blown glass, 
having a molded rim and bottom, also a 
molded knob on the cover—the blown por- 
tions being enhanced in value by grinding 


and the addition of molded parts. 
The testimony in that case was that 
the cast of molding was greater 
than the blowing, and that the grinding 
was not for decorative purposes, but to 
render the parts airtight. The board 


held that (in the matter of protest 629786) 
the merchandise had been properly as- 
sessed by the collector at 6 per cent. ad 
valorem under paragraph 98. The board, 
therefore, overruled the protest and af- 
firmed the collector’s decision. 





Montan Pitch. 


Strohmeyer & Arpe Company, New 
York, won in their contention that so- 
called montan pitch, assessed for duty 


under paragraph 384 of the tariff of 1913 
as waste, should have been returned free 
of duty under paragraph 641 as wax, 
vegetable or mineral. The board held that 
the merchandise was identical with that 
which was the subject in a previous de- 
cision (Abstract 37611) amd in harmony 
with that decision the protest was sus- 
tained. 


Oil Cake. 

Tl. Ishida, of San Francisco, was over- 
ruled in his claim for free entry on oil 
cake. It was assessed for duty under par- 
agraph 385 of the tariff act of 1913. Free 
entry was claimed under paragraph 560. 
The case was submitted without testi- 
mony. The board held that as it does not 
possess expert knowledge, and cannot 
decide upon the classification of mer- 
chandise from the mere inspection of a 


sample, the protest is overruled.

Guano Company, of 
Baltimore, Md., will shortly erect an 
addition to its plant at Curtis Bay. 
The improvements will cost $100,000.

The regular annual meeting of the 
American Agricultural Chemical Com- 
pany is scheduled for September 16. 
The books close on September 13 and 
reopen on September 17. 


R P. McLaughlin has been ap- 
pointed State oil and gas supervisor 
of California. This post was created 
a short time ago to aid in the con- 
servation of California’s oil resources. 


The Hodgson Oil Refining Company, 
of Athens, Ga., has been incorporated 
with a capital stock of $100,000 by. E. 
R. Hodgson, H. H. Gordon, Jr., and 
others. The concern will refine cotton 
seed oil. 


The export of coca leaves from Java 
to Europe during July amounted to 
1,060 packages, making a total from 
January 1 to August 1 of 14,015 pack- 
ages, against 18,105 in the same time 
last year. 


The Navy Department, Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts, at Washing- 
ton, D. C., will open bids on Septem- 
ber 7 on 12,000 pounds of lump rosin 
and 6,000 gallons of turpentine to be 
delivered at Norfolk, Va. 


Prompt action on the part of the fire 
department of Memphis, Tenn., pre- 
vented a repetition of the disastrous 
fire which visited the plant of the 
Southern Cotton Oil plant last season. 
The blaze was discovered before it had 
gained any headway and the lous was 
trivial. Last year the seed and hull 
houses were destroyed at a heavy loss. 


~The Ball Grain Powder Company has

The government of the Province of 
Alberta, Canada, has appointed a com- 
mission to investigate the conduct of 
oil companies which last year during 
the Calgary boom sold millions of dol- 
lars in stock. Since the collapse of the 
boom many small investigators have 
awakened to a realization of the fact 
that their money is probably lost, with 
the usual result that the promoters are 
blamed. 


A report on the industries in the con- 


sular district of Catania, Italy, has 
been made by Consul J. E. Haven. The 


export of pumice stone from the Lipari 
Islands according to this report was 
10 per cent. less in 1914 than during 1913. 
Shipments to the United States at the 
outbreak of the war increased consid- 
erably but haven fallen to normal, al- 
though the export to Great Britain re- 
mains high. 


The Standard Oil Company, of Ken- 
tucky, which some time ago built some 
fine tennis courts at the Louisville 
office for the use of the clerks, has 
found that the office men take a great 
deal of interest in the sport. The play- 
ers recently got together and arranged 
a Standard Oil tournament in which 
the winner will be presented with a 
handsome loving cup which will be do- 
nated by officers of the company.

Egypt’s purchases of indigo dwindled 
to 1,373 pounds in the four months 
ended with April, 1915, as contrasted 
with imports of 80,843 pounds and 104,- 
390 pounds in the corresponding periods 
of 1914 and 1913, respectively. 


The Ocilla Oil and Fertilizer Company, 
of Ocilla, Ga., has increased its capi- 
tal stock from $100,000 to $500,000.

State Geologist Pardue, of Frankford, 
Ky., is at Reelfoot Lake, near Hick- 
man, Ky., where he is making exami- 
nations of the strata developed by 
the boring of a petroleum well on Reel- 
foot Lake. Several months ago a 
company which was drilling for oil at 
the lake struck a strata of silver and 
lead instead of oil. For several years 
it has been reported that oil was to be 
found in the vicinity, and drilling op- 
erations are now under way. 


Frank Bartlett, who was the treas- 
urer and manager of the Norton Can 
Company before it was merged with 
the American Can Company, died at his 
home, Bryant Park, Me., August 29, 
«fter a brief illness in his seventy-ninth 
year. From the time the Norton Can 
‘Sompany became a part of the Ameri- 
can Can Company until his retirement 
some eight years ago, Mr. Bartlett was 
iu charge of the sales department of the 
I‘ustern territory of that company. Mir. 
Vartlett is survived by his widow and 
his brother, Walter H. Bartlett. 


According to reports from Roumania, 
the construction of the pipe line from 
Baicoi to Constantza, begun some time 
ago, has had to be left in suspense on 
account of the war. The State railway 
direction, not having the necessary 
funds placed at its disposal, has re- 
ceived from six of the largest petro- 
leum companies—the Steaua, Romana 
Americana, Creditul Petrolifer, Aquila 
Romana, and Columbia—a joint offer 
of 2,750,000 francs ($530,750) in order that 
the undertaking may be completed. 
The offer has been accepted, and work 
has re-commenced. It is hoped that the 
line will be completed by the end of 
this year. 


A composition for a settlement of the 
indebtedness of the bankrupt essential 
oil firm of Cailler & Co., formerly of 16 
Cedar street, this city, has been agreed 
upon by creditors and confirmed by 
Judge Mayer, in the United States Dis- 
trict Court. This composition offers a 
settlement with creditors on a basis 
cf 25 per cent., payable to the extent 
of 10 per cent. in cash and to the ex- 


tent of 15 per cent. in notes. . The 
firm’s liabilities are now figured at 
$68,245, although they were originally 


estimated at about $50,000, the assign- 
ee’s figures being between $40,000 and 
$60,000. Cuailler & Co.’s financial em- 
barrassment first became known on 
June 17, 1914, when the firm made a 
general assignment for the benefit of 
its creditors. This action was followed 
within a few days by the filing of an 
application in bankruptcy against the 
house by three of its creditors, whose 
claims aggregated $8,252. The firm had 
assigned to Joseph Kohler, a lawyer. A 
fortnight later, several of the foreign 
creditors formed a ‘“‘protective commit- 
tee’ and urged all the creditors to join 
with them in asking for the appoint- 
ment of Joseph M. Conklin, a bank 
examiner and certified public account- 
ant, as trustee in bankruptcy. The 
firm’s failure was said to have been 
due chiefly to its inability to make 
deliveries of menthol and lemon oil 
promised on contracts with other es- 
sential oil dealers.

Mr. Chamberlin made an appeal for 
united action on the part of men engaged 
in every phase of the oil industry, insist- 
ing that by this means they would solve 
the problems which have often adversely 
affected them. 


Mr. Chamberlin said:— 


Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen.—I feel 
greatly honored in being asked to talk to you 
for a little while this afternoon. I feel more 
especially gratified when I learn for the first 
time that we have a definite organization for 
the perfection and perpetuating of the history 
of petroleum and of making the days of the 
foundation of the industry a day of celebration. 
I think it is exceedingly befitting that such an 
organization should have been made. We have 
our national days of celebration and memories 
of the birth of the United States. We owe 
our fealty to the United States and the expres- 
sion of the fealty to the nation we call patriot- 
ism. No matter what our personal ties may 
be, political, ethical or religious, when the call 
of patriotism is sounded and the nation is in 
danger every difference is forgotten and every 
man, woman and child responds to that call 
for the love of his country. Now, it seems to 
me that there is a striking analogy between 
that which we call patriotism in the nation 
and between that which makes union possible 
—the industries that build the nation. So it 
seems to me that it is exceedingly fitting that

The first white man to follow the example 
of the Indians was Mr. Samuel Kaer, of 363

or the substance, is a thing that 
failed to record anything that 
does not mean some _ substance like the 
thing itself. Petrol is derived from the Greek 
word Petros, a rock or stone, and petroleum 
is derived from the Latin word ole, rock oil. 
And rock oil has been known since rocks have 
been known. It is not necessary to go over 
that except to know something that has led 
up to the commercial quantities and which 
made the petroleum industry possible and the 
site of that discovery is right here in Venango 
county, right in Western Pennsylvania. Per- 
haps the very first mention in the way of liter- 
ature was the description by a professor of 
Yale College of the oil springs at Cuba, New 
York. The Indians from time immemorial

he took a lease from that company of certain 
limits of land upon which he was to work, 
and it occurred to him that if the oil was at a 
depth of 400 feet below the surface of the 
earth, by drilling into the earth he could pro- 
duce it in greater quantities. It was the im- 
agination of Colonel Drake that produced the 
commercial quantities. Imagination is a 
matter of hope and ambition coupled with en- 
ergy, and is what makes great achievements 
possible. The imagination of Colonel Drake 
caused him to go to drill for salt in the Syra- 
ecuse district and he invested the profits of 
drilling in a brine well. He went to hundreds 
of people in Connecticut and made glowing 
descriptions of the possibility of the production 
of oil in this county while drilling for salt. 
It is said that it took him between three and 
four years to achieve his purpose, following his 
imagination. He finally conceived the idea of 
drilling for oil in the same manner that the 
salt was produced, and he secured the services 
of Uncle Billy Smith. Billy was a smith by 
nature and occupation, and made the tools;

Some sections report the late sown 
crop killed entirely, while other sections 
claim no damage done. All this would 
verify earlier reports that the frost hit 
only certain sections of North Dakota, 
one strip about forty miles wide suffer- 
ing from very low August temperatures 
and killing frosts. Low land suffered over 
quite an area. There is no news of frost 
damage to the Montana crop, which is a 
favorable feature, as a large part of the 
acreage was in that State. The South 
Dakota crop did not suffer at all so the 
crushers look for a fairly good supply of 
raw material this year in spite of the 
damage done. According to the monthly 
report of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Minneapolis issued today frost was about 
all that prevented a_ record breaking 
acreage yield of flax this year, though 
not having any large effect on the sum 
total. :

The sharp decline 
in wheat and oats values will probably 
influence the farmers into disposing of 
their flax at the present level, as it has 
been pretty well demonstrated that the 
world’s financial conditions hardly wWwar- 
rant a bull movement in any grain. 
Offerings of new crop seed from the 
Southwest are very light owing to tne 
indifferent attitude of the crushers 
toward taking any of it. Local bids are 


not high enough to attract shipments and, 
although the crushers are in need of raw 


material, they evidently prefer to wait 
for the new Northwestern seed rather 
than buy any of the inferior Southwest- 
ern seed at a high price to look after 


immediate needs. 

Receipts of flaxseed in the Minneapolis 
market during the crop year ending Au- 
gust 31 totaled 7,199,150 bushels, compared 
with a total of 7,783.764 bushels, received 
during the year ending August 31, 1914, 
and a total of 12,363,200 bushels received 
during the year ending August 31, 1913. 
Only a small amount of Canadian seed 
was received in the local market during 
the past year and but 150,000 bushels of 
Argentine seed. Shipments totaled 705,940 
bushels during the year ending August 
31, compared with a total of 803,990 bushels 
shipped during the year ending August 31, 
1914, and a total of 2,667,910 bushels shipped 
during the year ending August 31, 1913. 


IANSEED OIL. 

The market is less active than it was 
a week ago. Crop news is very conflict- 
ing and until the oil buyers have some 
definite idea of real damage they are 
deferring the purchase of mew crop sup- 
plies. There is a fair amount of busi- 
ness in old oil. Buyers are taking mod- 
erate sized lots for immediate shipment, 
just as they need the stuff. Local job- 
bers are buying about the normal amount 
of stuff for this time of the year and 
show now interest in deferred supplies. 
Old contracts are pretty well cleaned up, 
which is well, as there is practically no 
supply of oil on hand to take care of the 
moderate orders being received. 

Most of the crushers are looking for- 
ward to the new year with considerable 
hope. With a fair crop of seed assured 
in the Northwest and Argentine news of 
an unsatisfactory nature the situation is 
very favorable for a good trade this year. 
Forward committments are very mod- 
erate for this time of the year, crushers 
having booked very few large orders for 
future shipment. The rush’ of last week 
due to frost reports added considerable to 


the very small bookings prior to that 
time, but Compared with other years the 
total of orders. open on the crushers’ 


pooks is small. Private advices received 
here say that the Argentine weather is 
frosty and dry and very unfavorable for 





the growth of linseed. The Canadian crop 
is estimated at 6,646,000 bushels only and 
the bulk of the raw supply this year will 
be close to the local market and give 
the Minneapolis crushers an edge on the 
Eastern crushers.

THE DULUTH MARKET. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Duluth, Minn., Sept. 1, 1915. 

More flax is being sent East these days 
than has gone forward in the entire 
balance of the last ten months. Follow- 
ing the shipments of the past two weeks, 
the last week has seen over 200,000 bushels 
shipped, with more forwardings in sight. 
Last Thursday one company sent 110,000 
bushels and on Monday of this week 
101,000 bushels went to Buffalo on another 
account. 

It is understood that the one com- 
pany has about 500,000 more bushels under 
contract to go forward im the very near 
future and that another also has a large 
amount which will be shipped to Buffalo 
shortly. 

The condition of the market just now is 
subject almost entirely to weather condi- 
tions. A few days ago a report of heavy 
frost sent the seed up 7144@8c. in a few 
minutes, but discounting of the reported 
damage the next day caused a fall off of 
about 34 just about as quickly. 

Outside of the effect that weather re- 
ports have on the market, it is really 
bearish. To sum up conditions:—Require- 
ments of crushers for this year are es- 
timated to be 25,000,000 bushels; the es- 
timated American crop is 2,000,000 bushels 
greater than that of last year: the 
Canadian crop is expected to be in the 
neighborhood of 4,000,000 bushels over that 
of last year; there is plenty of seed in 
the eievators yet; and there is a lot of 
Argentine seed in the country. Such con- 
ditions naturally make a bear market: 
and the only hope there is for a bull de- 
velopment is heavy frost damage, which 
is by no means unlikely, by the way, 
for this is a year of unusual frost and 
ccid weather in the Northwest.

Stocks of flax in store at Fort William 
and Port Arthur at the week end to- 
taled 1,112,530 bushels, as compared with 
1,151,779 bushels a week previous, and 
2,338,318 bushels at the corresponding date 
last year.

Standard List of Useful Drugs. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Sept. 3, 1915. 

The United States Public Health Serv- 
ice is sending out in printed form copies 
of the speech of Dr. Martin I. Wilbert, 
technical assistant, Division of Pharma- 
cology, Hygienic Laboratory, on the sub- 
ject of the pharmacy of useful drugs, 
presented at the meeting of the Penn- 
sylvania Pharmaceutical Association, at 
Forest Park, Pa., last June. The speech 
tells of the work performed by a sub- 
committee of the American Medical As- 
sociation in creating a standard list of 
useful drugs. The principles guiding the 
inclusion of articles in this list, it says, 
were primarily based on the continued 
extensive use of a drug or a preparation 
on the reports of clinical experiments and 
reflected in current literature, and on the 
reports of experimental work done in 
pharmacologic laboratories and in hos- 
pitals equipped with proper laboratory 
facilities. 

oon round numbers,” says Dr. Witbert, 
‘the present list of useful drugs includes 
450 titles, of which 232 may be classed as 
drugs and chemicals, 173 as preparations, 
43 as definitions of forms of drugs and 13 
as cross references.”’ 

Continuing Dr. Wilbert says:— 


The object of pharmacy is to exercise contro! 
over the identity and purity of articles used 
as medicine, and while it is generally ad- 
mitted that the average pharmacist cannot well 
be expected to systematically examine all of 
the thousands of articles carried in stock, 
there is practically no reason why he should 
not concentrate his efforts and ability on the 
limited number of articles included in the 
list of useful drugs, so as to assure physicians 
and others that the articles included this list 
will uniformly comply with the official require- 
ments. 

As noted above, the list is intended to in- 
clude only such drugs and preparations as are 
in general use or are accepted as having well 
established medicinal value or demonstrated 
superiority. The list at the present time in- 
cludes practically all of the preparations of the 
Pharmacopoeia of the United States, for which 
Standards and assay processes are included 
and also includes practically all of the widely 
used household remedies that are frequently 
examined and reported on by officials intrusted 
with the enforcement of food and drug laws, 
and for these reasgns alone pharmacists would 
do well to consider the practicability of devot- 
ing additional attention to the systematic ex- 
amination and control of the several aricles,

According to some figures, building 
permits for the first seven months of 
the year amounted to a value of $392,- 
383,018, as compared with a value of 
$443,420,770 for the corresponding period 
last year. These figures are for sixty- 
six cities, and furnish an interesting 
comparison to the members of the 
paint trade, as the consumption of 
paints and paint materials may be re- 
garded to bear some relation to the 
figures of building operations. Devel- 
opments in the materials market dur- 
ing the week were not important, and 
most of the more important items are 
holding at unchanged prices. The trad- 
ing movement has not gained much 
headway as a result of covering fall 
requirements, but some of the leading 
producers are very optimistic regard- 
ing the outlook. The recent reduction 
in the prices for mixed paints has 
caused inquiry to improve, but the mar- 
ket was not active during the interval. 
The lead pigments are firm, as the 
metal has advanced since the present 
prices were established for the former. 
The zine pigments are also strong, and 
the quotations are not free, as sellers 
are taking care of contract buyers, and 
it is not easy to place orders for new 
requirements at the quoted prices. The 
color market shows the same unsettled 
conditions which have featured the 
trade for some months. Linseed oil 
has been dull and featureless through 
the week. Prices have not changed 
and the trade, both buying and selling, 
seems to be waiting for the flax crop 
to be placed beyond the danger point. 
Other paint--making oils were quiet 
Spirits of turpentine went off in price 
in sympathy with weakness in the pri- 
mary markets. A review of the linseed 
oil and naval stores markets will be 
found on pages 21 and 23, respectively. 
On page 12 there is a complete report 
on the flaxseed situation. A report on 
alcohol will be found under the drug 
market. Comment on the important 
items in the paint trade follows:— 

LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 

PIG LEAD.—There has been no 
change in the open quotations of 4.90c. 
per pound, though at times it was 
stated that this figure was being 
shaded by some sellers. Inquiry for 
export was reported, but this did not 
have any strengthening effect upon 
values. The buying movement was dull 
for the greater part of the time. 
Fluctuations in the London market are 
being watched with interest, as ad- 
vances there are expected to forecast 
demand from that source. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—Improved call is reported by 
leading sellers for dry white lead. Some 
good-sized amounts were taken by con- 
sumers this week, and inquiry leads to 
the belief that large lots will be taken 
off the market in the immediate future. 
The market price for dry white lead is 
holding at 5%c. per pound, but this 
price is given only to buyers of large 
lots, and premiums are asked fos 
smaller amounts. White lead in oil re- 
mains at 6%c. per pound as an inside 
price, and the quotation ranges up- 
wards, according to quantity. There 
was nothing new in the movement in 
lead in oil. A report from abroad says 
the continued rise in the price of raw 
lead has caused the German White 
Lead Syndicate to advance the price of 
dry white lead by another 3 marks per 
100 kilograms, from August 2. The 
difference between the price of dry lead 
and that ground in oil is maintained 
at its previous level. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SULPHATE). 
—The recovery of the metal has given 
a firm tone to the market for basic sul- 
phate, but leading manufacturers are 
repeating the prices quoted a week ago, 
which are 5\%c. per pound and upwards 
on a quantity basis. Some jobbing 
trade has developed and there is a rou- 
tine delivery on old orders. 

RED LEAD.—With market values 
holding a steady course throughout the 
interval sellers report nothing of im- 
portance as a result of the week’s trad- 
ing. Dry red lead is selling at 6%c. in 
large quantities and jobbing quantities 
command the usual premiums over this 
level. Red lead in oil is moving stead- 
ily into consumption with nothing to 
feature the present market. Prices are 
given as firm at 7c. and a graded 
scale is operative for smaller lots. 

LITHARGE.—Business is saiq to 
have gone through this week at 64c 
per pound, although 6c. is quoted as a 
minimum price. The latter figure ap- 
pears to be strictly observed, as it is 
not granted to buyers of fairly large 
amounts. There was no change in the 
situation since our last report and the 
market is holding in sympathy with pig 
lead. 

ORANGE MINERAL. — Moderate 
amounts are passing to color makers, 
but there is no unusual activity and 
nothing interesting has developed in the 
way of price changes. The quotation 
of sellers is maintained at 8%c. 


SPELTER.—Reports were heard this 
week that consumers were in the mar- 
ket to resell part of their holdings, but 
there was no selling pressure on the 


market and values are fairly strong. 
Prompt shipment at New York is 
quoted at 15@15%c. per pound and 
later deliveries range down to 134@ 


13%c. per pound. 

ZINCS.—Some consumers of zincs 
were complaining this week because 
they were unable to place orders for 
supplies at the prices quoted to contract 
buyers. This condition shows that pro- 
ducers and sellers are sticking to the 
policy of protecting their regular trade 
and are using their output to make de- 
liveries on existing contracts. The po- 
sition of important raw materials has 
not improved to such an extent that 
the zinc market can return to a normal 
level. Spelter and zinc ore are selling 
far above the ordinary prices and it 
must be expected that this will be re- 
ficted to a greater or less extent in the 
market for the finished products. Hold- 
ers of contracts of domestic zincs are 
receiving stocks at 7% @8%c. per pound. 
French process zines are quoted at 30 
@3l1c. per pound. Imported grades of 
zines are quoted as nominal at 22c. per 
pound, duty paid. 

DRY COLORS. 
BLACKS. 

Lampblack is holding strong at pres- 
ent, with prospects favoring a stronger 
rather than a weaker market. Carbon 
gas is moving normally to the various 
consuming trades, with full quoted 
prices regulating sales. Scattered buy- 
ing is reported for the other grades. 
Prices are not featured by frequent 
fluctuations and the steadiness of 
values has been noteworthy at times 
when other dry colors were selling at 
abnormal levels. Quotations are on a 
basis of :—5%@6%e. per pound for car- 
bon gas, 4@8c. per pound for lamp- 
black, 24% @5c. per pound for bone black 
granulated, 8@12c. per pound for ivory 
and $18@25 per ton for mineral blacks. 

BLUES. 

Ultramarine blue is holding an un- 
changed position, with a good call for 
the better grades. The cheaper offer- 
ings are quiet. Prices are fixed on a 
quality basis, with the range from 4c. 
to 14c. per pound for domestic selec- 
tions and the outside price extends to 
24c. for some imported grades. The 
iron blues are unsettled and the out- 
look is not favorable for lower prices 
in the immediate future. Prussian blue 
varies according to seller and no price 
can be given as an absolute figure at 
which large requirements could be cov- 


ered. Soluble blue is firmer and $1.20 
per pound is given as the best price 
obtainable. 

BROWNS. 


Developments during the period un- 
der review have not materially 
changed the position of any of the se- 


lections of this market. Prices are 
holding steady, with Italian sienna 
quoted at 5@7c. per pound. Turkey 
umber is offered at 3@4c. per pound. 


American umber is moving in a mod- 
erate way at 2@2%%c. for the burnt and 
24%@3c. for the raw. 

GREENS. 

Chrome green continues to meet with 
a good inquiry, even though the prices 
asked by sellers are considerably above 
the normal levels. Sales are reported 
at 24c. per pound for chemically pure 
chrome green, and this price is given 
only to buyers of large lots. Special 
deep shades are held up to 32c. per 
pound. Grinders command 12c. per 
pound for good grades, and jobbing 
green is quoted at 8@10c. per pound. 

REDS. 

American Indian reds are in good de- 
mand, and the scarcity of other selec- 
tions is said to have turned attention 
to these grades. The prices quoted are 
firm and are higher than they were

Drake Day Celebration. 


(Continued from page 11.) 


and in May, 1859, he came to Titusville and 
under the direction of Colonel Drake started 
drilling for oil. He had undoubtedly a very 
crude affair. It is quite possible that Colonel 
Drake never had any idea of doing any more 
than following his profession. It is the prolific 
man that makes achievements possible. It is 
men with imagination that develop all these 
great industries; but nothing, perhaps, in this 
land has opened up to the people in the way 
of general benefits anything that has ap- 
proached the petroleum industry. 

In 1859—it is guessed rather than recorded— 
that there were 2,500 barrels of petroleum 
produced: in 1860, 500,000 barrels were pro- 
duced, I have made a tabulation of the mag- 
nitude, which I will read, rather than trust 
to memory :— 

In 1860, 500,000 barrels of petroleum were 
produced, at a valuation of $8,400,000. 

In 1870, 5,260,000 barrels, or more than ten 
times the amount produced in the first decade. 

In 1880, 26,000,000 barrels was produced in 
the State of Pennsylvania. 

In 1890, 45,000,000 barrels, valued at 
$35,000, 000. 

In 1900, 63,000,000 barrels. 

In 1910, 269,000,000 barrels. 

From that time the rapidity of the produc- 
tion was such that I desire to read the figures 
regarding the amounts in order to show the 
enormous expanse of this industry:— 

In 1911, there were 220,000 barrels; 1912, 
222,000 barrels; 1913, 248,000 barrels; 1914, 
290,000 barrels; 1915, the first half of the year, 
145,000 barrels, promising something over 300,- 
000 barre's production of the year of 1915. 
The total production of petroleum in the Unit- 
ed States during this period is 3,335,457,140 
barrels Taking the average value of $1 per 
barrel, would make the added wealth of the 
United States over $3,500,000,000, an almost 
incomprehensible amount. 

In order that we may connect it and express 
it in the clearest manner, it would take a tank 
or cylinder one mile in diameter and 750 miles 
long to hold all the petroleum that has been 





produced in the United States If we were to 
load it in tank cars, of 8,000 gallons capacity, 
it would require 17,000,000 tank cars It 


would make a train of tank cars 128,000 miles 
long and require a five-track railroad around 
the earth at its diameter to hold the tank cars 
loaded with the petroleum produced in the 
United States and the production has been 
something like 65 per cent. or more of the 
world. 

The question was asked once, “‘Why was 
petroleum produced along the 45th parallel of 
latitude?’ The answer is in the 40th parallel 
there was the zone of the greatest human en- 
ergy. But petroleum may be found all over 
the world and possibly production is almost 
limitless, but the pools from which it is pro- 
duced in large quantities you have right in 
your midst. You have wells that have been 
producing for over fifty years. So we can 
hardly compass the weali@ that this industry 
has yet to produce 

To convey this oil to the points of refining 
has required over 100,000 miles of pipe line, 
or enough to lay five lines around the earth at 
its equator, and a pipe line is worthless un- 
less it is operated at its full capacity. 

The first use of oil was, I think, in Pitts- 
burgh. The first time in illuminated the days 
back in the shaded records of history, but the 
benefit of the illuminating oil to the world 
has been incalculable. It has always been 
the poor man’s friend. It has enabled the 
energetic student to prolong the hours of 
study, it has enabled the investors to prolong 
their labor. When you consider the possibili- 
ties of machinery and its lubrication, we must 
consider its importance to the world. Take 
the number of cars that are operated daily in 
the United States, think of the enormous 
quantity of this product that is used by the 
railroads of this country. All the cars, each 
with eight wheels, must be lubricated with 
this product, and you have some idea of the 
use of petroleum to this country. Propondera- 
ble as the work is, it could not have been 
possible had it not been for petroleum. Petro- 
leum has made possible the flying machine 
and the action of the submarine. Whatever 
may be the output or things to be doubled, it 
is petroleum that makes the work what it is 
at the present time The history of petro- 
leum has always been in the history optimism. 
I have noticed among those people that I have 
met that constant optimism, the element of 
chance I do not know of any man who has 
ever engaged in the oil business that has vol- 
untarily abandoned it. It has had its prob- 
lems. When we wake up in the morning we 
hardly know what the day is going to bring 
in the way of chance, but we know the unex- 
pected always happens. Today is the day of 
honest effort I present what is known as the 
National Petroleum Association, which is an 
association of refiners for the purpose of mu- 
tual benefit. It has always been my dream— 
and I still dream—that the entire industry 
should be amalgamated into such an associa- 
tion that everyone would be working for the 
benefit and conservatism of economy and ef- 
ficiency of that industry. These days of cele- 
bration permit the men who have never been 
engaged in the industry to have memories of 
its inception. It permits you to get together 
and exchange ideas, to mark the progress of 
the industry. Nothing can be more beneficial 
than the fortunate attendance upon these oc- 
easions, 

Let us come and get acquainted with one 
another, get acquainted with your brother and 
smile for the patriotism that we feel for our 
country and transfer it into the industry and 
we shall be vastly benefited by it. 

The officers of the Drake Day Asso- 
ciation, which has in charge the celebra- 
tion of the day, were re-elected. They 
were as follows:— 

President—Hon. William H. Hoffman, 
Syracuse, N. Y. 

Secretary—Edwin C. Bell, Titusville. 
Treasurer—John H. Scheide, Titusville. 
The subject of establishing an oil man 
home, for the purpose of sheltering aged, 
infirm, indigent and friendless men who 
have been identified with the business, 
was informally discussed, the following 
committee being appointed by President 
Flotfman:- 

Joseph Seep and Milton Stewart, of 
‘Titusville; Col. E. V. D. Selden, of Oil 
City; A. W. Smiley, of Foxburg, and E. 
H. Jennings, of Pittsburgh. 

This committee will take up plans which 
have been considered and is empowered 
to increase its membership by enlisting 
the interest of men engaged in the oil 
and gas business in all parts of the coun- 
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try. As soon as sufficient progress is 
made it is expected that a special meet- 
ing of oil men will be held to push rapidly 
to completion the plans formulated by the 
committee. 

It was also decided to make an effort 
to increase the number of life members 
in the association in Oil City, that 
privilege being accorded those who pay 
$25 into the association. Arthur F. Seep 
and EK. R. Boyle were appointed to head 
a committee having this in charge. After 
the meeting had adjourned, F. O. Swed- 
borg, of Titusville, made an offer to do- 
nate twenty acres of land close to Titus- 
ville as the site of the proposed home 
for indigent old time oil men.

Foreign Trade of Colombia. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Sept. 3, 1915. 


Despite political and diplomatic differ- 
ences of the past between this country 
and Colombia, the United States during 
1914, according to Consul Ros Hazeltine, 
at Cartagena, enjoyed about 59 per cent. 
of the total foreign trade of Colombia, 
supplying 43.5 per cemt. of the imports and 
taking 73 per cent. of the exports. It is 
doubtful whether the United States main- 
tained an equally favorable position with 
any other South American country dur- 
ing the past calendar year. 

Among the items exported from this 
country to Cartagena for 1914 were the 
following:—Acids, $15,595; chemicals, $9,848; 
drugs and medicines, $46,710; druggist» 
sundries, $4,597; mineral oils, $224,237; edible 
oils, paints and varnishes, $18,188; 
soap, $9,976. 

The favorable trade balance that Co- 
lombia enjoys with the United States is 
of immense value to American exporters, 
says Consul Hazeltine, owing to the fact 
that most of the exporters are also gen- 
eral importers and the favorable trade 
balance constitutes a credit depositary 
against which American exporters may 
draw. 

Speaking of the natural resources of Co- 
lombia, the consul’s report says that pe- 
troleum deposits exist in the Sinu River 
district, and the exploitation work now 
being effected there by the Standard Oil 
Company of New York gives promise of 
results for the concessionaries as well as 
for the entire coastal region from Barran- 
quilla to Cispata Bay. So far there are 
no producing wells, but the expenses in- 
curred and the vastness and thorough- 
ness of the work under way indicate that 
the company is confident of ultimate suc- 
cess.

Philadelphia Asseciation Issues State- 
ment on Dyestuff Situation. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Philadelphia, Sept. 3, 1915. 


With a view to placing the facts of the 
dyestuff situation before their customers 
and the public, too, the Master Dyers’ As- 


sociation of Philadelphia has issued the 
following statement: 
Owing to the many misleading and erroneous 


statements that have been published in many 
instances originating® with persons unfamiliar 
with the manufacture, sale and use of dye- 
stuffs, we feel that it is the duty of those en 
gaged in the dyeing industry, and who are 
entirely dependent upon the supply of dye- 
stuffs to continue their business, to inform the 
public of the conditions as they actually exist 
in Phiiadeiphia, the largest dyeing center in 
the world. ; 

We have gone to great expense and inconven 
lence to follow up every prospect that would 
seem to promise relief, have held many special 
meetings, and have been represented at every 


public demonstration which endeavored to devel- 
op something that would at least answer the pur- 
pose until normal conditions would again pre- 
vail, and it is only fair to say that no new 
methods have been developed for the manu- 
facture of dyesv.uffs and our tests of so-called 
new fast biacks have convinced us that in no 
instance can they be compared with what 
every dyer and textile manufacturer is thor- 
oughly familiar with as fast black 

The American manufactures of dyestuffs who 
were stablished prior to the war are well aware 
of what is required, because of their experience 
with foreign competition, and they are making 
every effort to meet the situation, but they find 
the greatest difficulty in securing raw materials 









in sufficient quantities, owing to the present 
demand for those raw products for other pur- 
poses. We understand that their efforts ar 
mainly directed toward producing shades of 
black, which, of course, are used in largest 
quantities, and while this will be a very great 
help, it is only a question of at most a few 
weeks when the shortage in colors of various 
shades will be as bad as that which now 
exists in blacks. 

It is quite true that some dyestuffs of all 
colors are still being offered for sale, but with 
hardly any exceptions these are in the hands 
of dealers without any manufacturing con 
nections and in some instances they never be- 
fore this year been even indirectly connected 
with the manufacture or sale of dyestuffs 
These materials are quoted at such prices as 
to entirely prohibit their use As an illus. 
tration, a product well known to all users 
of dyestuffs, Black BH, which formerly sold 
for 23c. a pound, is now offered at $7.80 a 
pound This is not an exception, .but the 
general rule, with only a slight variation in 
the percentage of increase favoring black BH. 

One of the best known dyestuffs in the 
world, sulphur black,, formerly sold for about 
20c. a pound. Some sales are now being made 


at $3 per pound, and tinctorial power has been 
reduced from 33% to 50 per cent., as com- 
pared with former standards. This has mad 
it necessary to advance the price of dyeing 
500 per cent. and even more, making the ma 
terial unmerchantable when colors possessing 
the qualities of coal-tar dyes are required 

We are therefore forced to use what are com 
monly called vegetable or wood dyes. These 
we cannot guarantee because they are not 
fast, and they have been obsolete in wearing 
materials for the textile trade for many 
years.

There was nothing in the market to 
arouse special comment. Slow trading 


and unchanged prices sum up the sit 
uation. Big business was not in evi- 
dence, but there was a moderate call for 
smaller amounts. Occasionally it hap- 
pened that inquiry developed for round

one crusher was willing to shade 52c. 
Most of the business done called for 


prompt shipment and contracts cover- 
ing later positions were infrequent. 
Spot prices hold good on shipments over 
the next two or three months. Crop 
prospects are good enough to cause 
buyers of oil to refrain from committing 
themselves, and the possibility of dam- 
age makes crushers careful in quoting 
ahead. With no decided swing to seed 
prices, the dullness in the oil market is 
easily accounted for. Foreign markets, 
either for seed or oil, have not shown 
any features which might have any in- 
fluence on domestic prices. 

Varied reports have been issued dur- 
ing the week regarding the 
done to the flax crops of this coun- 
try and Canada. These reports estab- 
lish the fact that some damage was 
done, but from the position of the Du- 
luth market it is not regarded that any 
material curtailment of the output is to 
be expected unless the weather is unfa- 
vorable between now and the time of 
harvest. Receipts of large amounts of 
Argentine seed were reported this week 
at the local port, and advices from 
Buenos Aires say that Argentine ship- 
ments in the past week included 165,000 
bushels to the United States. The Ar- 
gentine also shipped 405,000 bushels to 
Europe, most of which was consigned to 
the Continent. In addition to the Ar- 
gentine seed Eastern crushers have 
taken some of the seed stored at Du- 
luth and shipments from the latter 
point to Chicago and Buffalo are report- 
ed. Reports on the Western, Canadian 
and Buenos Aires markets from our 
own correspondents will be found on 
page 12.

COTTONSEED OIL. 


A substantial advance has been re- 
corded in cottonseed oil during the in- 


terval. Persistent buying has taken 
place in the face of limited offerings 
and prices have moved steadily up- 
ward. Trading has been fairly heavy 
and outstanding shorts have experi- 
enced trouble in covering their ac- 
counts. The sold-out condition of the 
market is a natural sequel to the 
heavy decline which has taken place 


since the early part of the season. The 
bearish contingent, encouraged by their 
former successes, has followed the de- 
cline downward and, as usually hap- 
pens, overstayed the market. How far 
the advance will go is, of course, prob- 
lematical, but refiners who have the 
old stocks of refined oil, and these are 
believed to be heavy by several lead- 
ing authorities, show no inclination to 
offer freely. Crude oil is being held 
firm by crushers and very little has 
been offered during the week. The re- 
cent storm in Texas appears to have 
stimulated a lot of bullish enthusiasm 
in the Southwest, and, according to 


reports, there has been considerable 
buying for interests in the primary 
market. While it is admitted that a 


fair industrial movement on outstand- 
ing contracts is taking place, promi- 
nent distributing interests claim that 
the consuming demand for additional

quantities is not active at the present 
time. It is stated that less crude oil 
is sold ahead than for many years and 
also that less export future business 
has been placed than in recent years 
at this time. The short crop this year 
will probably offset these unfavorable 
features to some extent, but it seems 
doubtful if the consuming trade will 
follow the market much above the 6c. 
level unless pure lard advances from 
its present basis. The general situa- 
tion is thoroughly discussed in our edi- 
torial columns.

LARD, TALLOW, STEARINE, AND 
GREASES, 


Lard. 





The interval has occasioned no dras- 
tic change in the lard market situa- 
tion. Prices are backing and filling 
around current levels and final quota- 
tions reveal no material change from 
the previous week. Stocks, while 
heavy, appear to be well controlled and 
sellers are not attempting to cut prices 
much to stimulate business. At the 
close, Middle West lard was held at 
8.05@8.lic. and city at 7%@8c. nominal 
Lard compound is unchanged at 7@ 
7%c., according to brand and quantity 


CHICAGO LARD MARKET. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, Sept. 2, 1915. 

The selling of lard, while not pronounced at 
Chicago during the past week, was heavy 
enough to drive prices to further lower levels, 
there being losses registered in all options 
traded in on the Chicago Board of Trade. 
While there are many influences which are of 
a character favorable to the bears in this mar- 
ket, and all of them are in a measure respon- 
sible for the weakness noted at the moment, 
the most significant one is the large stocks 
held in private and public warehouses at this 
point. The report of the Board of Trade Reg- 
istrar of Provisions was more favorable to the 
bulls or longs in the market than any issued 
for some time past, as it showed a decrease in 
holdings here during the past month. The re- 
port shows present stocks as 266,413 tierces on 
September 1, as compared with 274,960 tierces 
held in the same positions on August 1. The 
present ho!dings are 83,143 tierces larger than 
held during a corresponding time one year ago, 
the stocks at that time being 184,770 tierces. 
While not a great deal of additional selling 
was indulged in on account of the large stocks 
of lard held here, the fact that supplies are as 
heavy as shown above has a tendency to re- 
strict buying to any extent. 

Cash trade on domestic account equaled in 
the matter of volume the business passing 
during the past few weeks. Round lots of 
regular prime steam lard closed the week at 
2% cents under the September price. Small 
lots on selling orders were quotable at 1%@5 
eents under the September figure. Refined 
lard was reported as in moderate demand for 
export, and offerings fairly liberal. Loose 
lots were in fair supply and moderate demand, 
and were quoted at 37% cents under Septem- 
ber. Leaf lard was in comparatively small 
offering and there was a rather good demand 
in evidence at the close of the week, with the 
market for such offerings quoted at $8. Neu- 
tral was in comparatively small supply, with 
a fair inquiry. Prices ruled steady at $9.25@ 
9.374 for No. 1, and $8.75@8.87% for No. 2. 





Tallow. 


Sales of 300,000 pounds of special tal- 
low have been made on the basis of 
64c. a pound loose. Sales of city tal- 
low amounting to 50,000 pounds are re- 
ported at 5%c. loose and 100,000 pounds 
were sold in tierces on the basis of 
5¥%c. loose. At the London auction 
1,384 casks were offered and 1,307 were 
sold at prices showing an average ad- 
vance of 6d. per cwt.

COCOANUT OIL.—Demand for all 
grades of cocoanut oil was dull dur- 
ing the interval and with London 
slightly lower the undertone was bare- 
ly steady at the close. Ceylon oil for 
prompt or forward shipment was 
quoted at £39 per ton, c. i. f. London, 
equal to 8%@9c. per pound landed in 
New York. Consumers showed com- 
paratively little interest in the market, 
believing that the recent strength was 
entirely speculative. Ceylon oil was 
offered at 9c. per pound, spot and for- 
ward shipment. Producers of Manila 
oil were virtually out of the market. 
Domestic makers were asking around 
&%4c. per pound for Ceylon quality oil. 
Prime Cochin oil for spot delivery 
ranged in price from 10%c. to 11\c. 
per pound, as to style of container. 
The low figure was for oil in pipes 
Cochin oil for forward shipment closed 
unchanged at 9%c. per pound. Im- 
ports of copra into the United States 
for the fiscal year ending with June 
amounted to 90,546,827 pounds, against 
45,437,155 pounds in 1914 and 34,267,811 
pounds in 1913. 

CORN OIL.—At the close of the week 
the market for crude corn oil was in a 
more or less nominal position. Offer- 
ings by the leading interests were 
moderate in volume, and according to 
reports their output was pretty well 
sold up. Independent operators did 
business on the basis of $5.38 per 100 
pounds, tank cars, equal to $5.80 in 
cooperage. Small lots in cooperage 
sold all the way from $5.95 to $6 per 
100 pounds. Refined oil met with a 
fair export call and the market was 
Steady at $6.15@$6.20 per 100 pounds, 
f. o. b. dock, cooperage basis. 

OLIVE OIL.—Prices on _ standard 
stock ruled steady, in sympathy with 
primary markets. The demand was 
tather quiet, both for denatured oil 
and foots. Denatured olive oil closed 
the week unchanged at 85@90c. per 
gallon. For prime green foots holders 
were asking around &c. per pound. Im- 
ports of denatured oil for the ‘fiscal 
year ending with June 30 amounted to 
653,064 gallons, against 763,924 gallons 
in 1914 and 619,356 Ballons in 1913. Im- 
ports of foots during the same period 
amounted to 12,860,724 pounds, against 
11,714,790 pounds in 1914 and 13,487,314 
pounds in 1913. 

PALM OIL.—Offerings of palm oil on 
the spot were quite liberal, and with the 
demand quiet prices failed to recover 
from the recent slump. It was possible 
to buy spot palm oil on a parity with 
futures. Lagos oil closed the week at 
6%c. per pound. During the interval 
some distressed stuff was around a 
shade under this basis. Lagos oil for 
shipment was steady in sympathy with 
Liverpool, holding at 6%c. per pound. 
Prime red oil closed at 6%c. per pound, 
spot and forward shipment. Of grades 
of palm oil were available at conces- 


sions. 








OIL PAINT AND 


PALM KERNEL OI[L.—There was no 
improvement in the demand, and with 
foreign markets unchanged the under- 
tone at the close of the week was bare- 
ly steady.

RAPESEED OIL.—A firmer under- 
tone featured the market for rapeseed 
oil, reflecting the strength in this ma- 
terial abroad. Private cables noted an 
advance of about ic. per gallon in the 
Hull market. Imports for the week 
amounted to approximately 750 barrels, 
nearly all of which went direct to con- 
sumers on old contracts. Leading im- 
portera reporteqd business in round lots 
on the basis of 75c. per gallon for the 
refined. At the close of the week 
prices for refined ranged from 75c. to 
77c. per gallon, as to quantity and sell- 
er. Blown oil closed at 78@80c. per 
gallon. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—Demand for soya 
bean oil was dull and prices were more 
or less nominal. Routine sales w-re re- 
ported on the basis of 5%c. per pound, 
in cooperage. Dealers look for little 
change in the situation until prices for 
competing oils improve. On futures the 
nominal quotation was 5\4c. per pound, 
in cases, equal to 55,@5%c. per pound. 
Consumers claim that these figures 
could have been shaded. At Hu’'l prices 
closed steady and slightly higher.

Production of stearic acid at the pres- 
ent time is light. Triple pressed closed 
unchanged at 13144@14c. per pound, with 
the double pressed at 12%@13c. and the 
single pressed at 114@11'%c. per pound. 
Some off quality goods was on the mar- 
ket at concessions. 

SOD OIL.—Business was _ inactive 
throughout the week, but prices showed 
no quotable changes. Foreign markets 
were steady. Dealers were asking from 
5e. to 5%c. per pound, as to quantity 
and quality. 

SEAL OIL.—Demand was restricted 
for lack of offerings. Prices were nom- 
inal, ranging from 42c. to 56c. per ga:- 
lon, as to quantity. 

SPERM OIL.—tTrading in crude 
sperm oil was quiet and the market at 
the close of the week was wholly nom- 


inal. It was reported that several 
round parcels were offering. Demand 
for refined sperm oil was mostly job- 


bing in character, with prices repeatea 
on the basis of 65c. for the natural win- 
ter, 45 degrees cold test. Quotations for 
the higher grades ranged from 67c. to 
70c. per gallon. 

WHALE OIL.—Spot offerings of 
crude whale oil were moderate in vol- 
ume and prices ruled fairly steady on 
the basis of 5%c. per pound for the No. 
1 stock. The demand for crude whale 
oil was quiet. Refined whale oil was 
dull throughout the interval, but prices 
held at 48@52c. per gallon, as to quality. 

TALLOW OIL.—Despite the weak- 
ness in tallow prices for the oil were 
well maintained.

OBITUARY. 


William 





Graver. 


William Graver, president of the Will- 
iam Graver Tank Works of East Chi- 
cago, Indiana, died at his home in Chi- 


cago Wednesday, August 25. 

Since February, whéh Mr. Graver was 
stricken with paralysis, he had been 
periodically in a critical condition, It 
was this affliction that resulted in his 
death. He was born May 9, 1842, at 
Chambersburg, 'Pa., and at the age of 
fifteen years, entered the employ of his 
uncle, Mike Graver, who was manufac- 
turing tanks at Allegheny, Pa. 

It was not long before the young man 
conceived ideas of his.own and went into 
business for himself, becoming the 
pioneer in the building of large field oil 
storage tanks in the Pennsylvania oil 
fields. He continued in business in Penn- 
sylvania until 188 when he saw possi- 
bilities in the West and located in Chi- 
cago. Almost immediately he secured a 
contract for field tamks at Lima, Ohio. 
The contract, however, was larger than 
his plant could take of and so he moved 
his plant to Ohfo in order to be near the 
point of delivery. e remained there 
until the contract was completed, then in 
1888 he moved his industry to East Chi- 
cago, Ind., amd_ started the William 
Graver Tank Works, which is the oldest 
industrial institution in that city. 

From a plant employing twenty men it 
has increased until it now employs from 
HX) to 750 men, 250 men being im the East 
Chicago shops continuously and from 250 
to 500 being on the road and in the field 
erecting tanks that are shipped in sec- 
tions arid built on the ground. 

Mr. Graver has been president 
treasurer of the corporation since its in- 
ception, although he retired from active 
duty in 1910. He leaves a wife and seven 
children, five boys and two girls. The 
boys, most of whom are well known in 
the steel industry, are all interested in 
the business their father left. The fun- 
eral services were held August 28 at his 
late home.

Modification of Blockade Regulating 
Shipment of German Goods. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Sept. 3, 1915. 

Material progress is reported by the 
foreign trade advisers of the State De- 
partment in their efforts to bring about a 
relaxation of.the British Order in Council 
covering German-made and _  Austrian- 
made goods consigned to the United 
States via neutral ports. The negotiations 
have been under way for some time and 
at last the American autsorities have suc- 
ceeded in devising a plan whereby Amer- 
ican importers may secure the release of 
a reasonable amount of the detainea con- 
signments by submitting proof to the for- 
eign trade advisors of the State Depart- 
ment at Washington, both as to the iden- 
tification of the cargoes and of American 
ownership and other necessary particu- 
lars, and thus establish a system |. by 
which examination of their claims can be 
carried on in Washington through in- 
formal conferences between the trade ad- 
visers and Sir Richard Crawford of the 
British Embassy. The American Gov- 
ernment has been assured by Sir Cecil 
Spring-Rice, the British Ambassador at 
Washington, that the London foreign of- 
fice would readily co-operate in such a 
solution of the American importers diffi- 
culties. All details concerning detainea 
shipments will now be handled exclusively 





(hrough the foreign trade advisors and 
the British Embassy in Washington in- 
stead of the more round about way af- 


forded through the American Embassy in 
London. i 

It is understood to be the purpose of 
the British Government under this ar- 
rangement to permit the passage through 
the blockade of goods for which Amer- 
ican importers entered into contract with 
Austrian and German firms before March 
1, even though these goods had not been 


actually paid for before that date. Until 
last week the only goods to pass through 
the blockade under special permits were 


those not only contracted 
March 1, but had been paid

Eeonomic Conditions. 


The continued exportation from Egypt 
of cottonseed and of cottonseed cake 
means a heavy draft upon the soil 
strength and is deprecated by those inter- 
ested in maintaining the natural resources 
of the land. The removal of the 3 to 4 
per cent. of nitrogen present in the seed 
is the most serious loss. as the sediment 
deposited from the Nile is not rich in 
nitrogen. This has led to a_ steadily 
growing import of Chile saltpeter to 
Szypt of late years. It is hoped that the 
consumption of oil cake for feeding cattle 
will increase and that in consequence the 
number of mills for crushing cottonseed 
will be enlarged and that the bulk of the 
seed will be crushed in Egypt itself. This 
would mean the entrance of Egypt into 


the list of countries supplying the world’s 
demana for oil. 


The Outlook. 


In surveying the general situation it will 
be seen that Egypt presents great promise 
of extending the area for cotton cultiva- 
tion, as the irrigating power of the Nile 
is more completely utilized and as_ the 
territory on the upper Nile is opened up 
to agriculture. The more general and in- 
telligent use of fertilizers promises to add 
tu the average yield. All of this means 
a notable increase in the supply of avail- 
able seed and increased competition with 
the American industry in all that concerns 
cottonseed products.

AIRES FLAXSEED

While the coming crop will be produced 
on a reduced acreage, there will prob- 
ably be a good carry over from the pres- 
ent stocks. Shipments this week 
amounted to 570,000 bushels, against 8,000 
bushels a year ago. The sailings of the 
week included 165,000 bushels to the United 
States, 360,000 bushels to the United King- 
dom and 45,000 bushels to the Continent.

The week’s developments in the high- 
grade fields east of the Mississippi 
show a slight decline in new produc- 
ticn, while there was an increase in 
dry holes and gas wells. Oil men who 
anticipated a much higher market were 
cisappointed when no further price 
changes were announced. The recent 
advance in crude has failed to stimu- 
late drilling, and the opinion still pre- 
vails that prices will have to jump 
from 25 to 50 cents a barrel before real 
activity will again set in. West Vir- 
ginia led in the way of completions 
and new production. In this territory 
fifty-four wells were completed, of 
which twenty-seven were dry, but still 
leaving a new production of 540 barrels. 
Northwestern Ohio and Illinois fur- 
nished new production of 460 barrels 
and 420 barrels, respectively. The 
wells for the past week in the high- 
grade fields, comprising Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia, Southeastern Ohio, 
Northwestern Ohio, Kentucky, Indiina 
and Illinois, showed 114 completions, 
against 124 the preceding week. New 
production amounted to 1,690 barr+is, 
against 1,810 barrels a week previous. 
There were fifty-five dry holes, against 
forty-nine a week ago, 

Apparently the Evans City pool, in 
Butler county, Pennsylvania, has been 
overworked. The wells are said to be 
dropping off, due chiefly to the close 
drilling. Only four wells were finished 
in the Pennsylvania fields during the 
week. The only producing well was lo- 
cated in the Graysville district. Har- 
rison county furnished the best pro- 
cucers in the West Virginia fields. Sev- 
eral wells were finished producing at 
the rate of 100 barrels or more. South- 
eastern Ohio fields furnished nothing 
out of the ordinary. 


Recent advances in the price of 
crude failed to bring out a rush for 
the drill in the Mid-Continent fields. 
Producers still believe in higher prices 
and, from present indications, it does 
not appear that they will resume work 
on a large scale before their ideas are 
realized. It is reported that many of 
the Cushing producers are storing oil 
in anticipation of even better prices. 
Further advances in the price of fin- 
ished products were recorded during 
the interval. The output of the fa- 
mous Cushing pool has steadied some- 
what, averaging about 140,000 barrels 
a day. There has been no change in 
the situation in the Healdton field, the

Conditions inthe California fields 

have undergone no material change. 
The Coalinga and Midway fields were 
the scene of most activity. 
_ Activity in most of the Kentucky and 
Tennessee districts was reflected more 
by an increase in rigs in operation than 
by completed work. A feature, result- 
ing from the higher prices, is the 
pumping of small strippers. 

Producers in the northwestern Louis- 
iana district regarded the advance in 
the price of Caddo and Crichton crude, 
amounting to 5 cents, as the most im- 
portant news in months. It is believed 





that development work will receive a 
stimulus through the uplift in prices. 
The daily average production of all 


Louisiana districts for the week ending 
with August 28 amounted to 55,850 bar- 
rels, an increase of 2,727 barrels over 
the previous week. The Crichton pool 
continued to absorb the interest of op- 
erators. Drilling operations for the 
week recorded 10 completions. 

Operators in the Gulf Coast fields 
have not yet recovered from the effects 
of ‘the big storm. It is believed that 
several weeks will have to elapse be- 
fere the production in the storm swept 
districts will be back to a normal basis. 
Most of the damage was sustained by 
operators whose apparatus was out of 
commission. The drilling wells, which 
were weighted down by the tools, suf- 
fered but little. Refineries were crip- 
pled for several days. The pumping 
stations of some of the largest refiner- 
ies were so badly flooded that they had 
to down.

New 
production was 460 barrels, against 105 
the previous week. In the Indiana field 
completions numbered 4. 

The Illinois field operations showed a 
marked decrease in finished wells. Com- 
pletions amounted to 17, against 38 the 


previous week. New production 
amounted to 420 barrels, which com- 
pares with 1,085 barrels the week be- 


fcre. 

Wyoming is attracting the attention 
of many Eastern oil men. Develop- 
ment work is progressing rapidly, espe- 
cially in the Salt Creek field, which is 
regarded as one of the most prolific 
pools in the West. Some large pro- 
ducers have been uncovered recently. 


REFINED PRODUCTS, 


The feature in the local market for 
refined products was the strong posi- 
tion of all grades of naphthas. The 


demand for naphthas was active, both 
in an export and domestic way, and 
leading interests announced several 
advances in prices. ‘There was a bet- 
ter inquiry for illuminating oil, but 
prices underwent no quotable change. 
The undertone was firmer, reflecting 
the recent strength in crude. 

Illuminating oil met witha much 
better export call. Exporters took hold 
quite freely, evidently anticipating an 
upward movement. Domestic business 
also showed improvement. Shipments 
of refined petroleum from New York 
for the week amounted to 6,848,875 gal- 
lons, against 5,698,190 gallons the pre- 
ceding week. Shipments from this port 
since the first of the year totalled 240,- 
223,785 gallons, against 314,680,940 gal- 
lons for the corresponding period last 
year. The scarcity of freight room and 
the wild market for foreign exchange 
handicapped foreign business to some 
extent. Charters for the week included 
the Russian ship Sylfid, which is to 
take on 60,000 cases at Port Arthur for 
shipment to South Africa, basis 44c., 
one port, October-November clearance; 
the French ship Leon Blum, 90,000 cases 
from-Pert Arthur te one port in Aus- 
tralia, 45c. basis, October-November 
clearance; the British steamer Calli- 
ope, 160,000 cases from New York to 
several ports in Australia, 78%4c. basis, 
September clearance. 

Motor gasoline was advanced lic. per 
gallon, effective August 29, establish- 
ing a basis of lic. per gallon to pub- 


lic garages and 19c. to consumers in 
wooden barrels. All other grades of 
gasoline, excepting 86 degree, were 


marked up lic. on the same day. Var- 
nish makers and painters’ deodorized 
naphtha was advanced lc. on August 
31, making the price in steel drums 12c. 
per gallon and in wood 1l4c. Export quo- 
tations en all grades of naphthas were 


advanced 1 cent per gallon on Sat- 
urday, September 4. Clearances from 
New York for the week amounted 


to 362,175. gallons of naphtha, which 
compares*with 3,311,430 gallons the pre- 
vious week. Total shipments from this 
port since the first of the year amount- 
ed ‘to 92,363,260 gallons, as against 72,- 
568,090 gallons for the same time last 
year. 


LUBRICATING OILS. 


Despite the higher marked for crude, 
quotations for mineral TWWbricants un- 
derwent no change. The undertone 
was firmer, and it was reported that 
some large contracts were placéd dur- 
ing the interval. Export trade in lubri- 
eants was fairly active. The consump-

tion of lubricants by the belligerent na- 
tions is said to be very heavy. Manu- 
facturing in this country is picking up 
and the railroads report a better move- 
ment of cars, all of which should mean 
an increase in the demand for lubri- 
cants,

GULF COAST FIELDS. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 

Houston, Tex., Aug. 28, 1915. 
While 85 per cent. of all the derricks in the 
Gulf Coast fields were wrecked by the big 
wind storm of August 16, little damage was 
done to the derricks at the drilling wells, as 
they were weighted down by the tools, It will 
be several weeks before the production of the 


storm-swept districts are back to normal, but 
drilling operations will continue about as 
usual, 


There were about the usual number of com- 
pletions in the last two weeks, with some 
good wells in the Humble, Edgerly and Sour 
Lake districts. 

The big refineries at Port Arthur, Gulf and 
Texas companies were the hardest hit by the 
storm. The damage to these two plants in 
loss of time and operations will run far up into 
the thousands. At this writing there are still 
two feet of water over the ground, and it will 
be at least ten days before the plants are 
running on full time again in all departments, 

The works of the Magnolia Petroleum Com- 
pany at Beaumont were not badly damageé, 
although there was at one time thirteen feet of 
water in its pumping station at the Neches 
River. The refinery of this company did not 
shut down at any time during or since the 
storm. 

At Texas City the plant of Pierce Fordyce 
Oil Company is known to have had ten tanks 
swept away by the water. 


Storage tanks of the Rio Bravo Oil Com- 
pany (Southern Pacific subsidiary) were badly 
damaged at Galveston, as was also the sup- 


ply station of the Gulf Pipe Line Company.

000,000 feet. These figures are believedi to be 
excessive. 


Regarding the Osage. 


Last week Secretary Lane issued new regu- 
lations modifying the former rulings with re- 
spect to lease matters in the Osage. Under 
the new rulings the Barnsdell Oil Company 
and other large concerns in the Osage are per- 
mitted to bid on more than 4,800 acres. The 
purpose of this ruling is to give the Osage In- 
dians more money. It was expected this would 
start a lot of new drilling in the Osage ter- 
ritory. However, the regulations were not ap- 
proved until August 26 and they provided for 
acceptance by September 1, same to be filed 
with the superintendent of the Indians ap- 
pointed at Pawhuska. This did not give ample 
time for much action. Oil men look upon the 
regulations as drastic and possible of extreme 
graft. Instead of being simplified and elim- 
inating suggestion of improper conduct, they 
do the opposite. 

They provide that each of the parties to a 
controversy shall designate one representative, 
and they in turn shall designate a third per- 
son, but if after five days they cannot agree, 
the superintendent may designate the same, 
and any action of said board shall be final. 

The new rules provide that it makes no dif- 
ference whether a sublessee is interested in 
any other firm, partnership, or corporation. 

Dry holes count. Even though a dry hole 
has been drilled, it will hold the lease under 
the new regulations. 

One may select 4.800 acres except where 
lease produces 25 barrels or more a day. Over 
25 barrels of oil a day, same shall be sold at 
public auction 

February 15, 1916, is the day set for final 
expiration of Osag ases and ale is to take 
place and purchasers take possession as of 
March 17, 1916. 

Any sublessee who has leased part of his 
holdings because of the 4,800-acre limit, may 
purchase at said sale all he can finance. It 
will not be considered part of his 4,800 acres. 

If no acceptable offer is received for land 
released, the owner may continue in posses- 
sion and have a lease on the same. 

All contracts for the sale of gas are subject 
to the approval of the secretary, and before 
such contracts are approved the tribal council 
shall pass on same. The sale of gas to do- 
mestic consumers must be given preference. 

The inspector shall be sole judge as to 
whether his orders have been carried out, sub- 
ject to appeal to the superintendent only. 

The lessee must make bond and the surety 
company will be he'd liable for all fines, and 
fines will be $500 per day for any violation of 
regulation 

The lessees must keep an office or representa- 
tive at Pawhuska, and such _ representative 
must be an officer with authority to speak for 
and bind the company 

Provision is made that $10 shall be paid for 
each tank site upon any Indian homestead up 
to tanks of 250 barrels capacity, and if larger 
tanks are built, settlement must be made with 
the Indian And herein lies a wonderful op- 
portunity of trouble for oil men. 


In the Cushing District. 


The output of Cushing seems to have steadied 
the last week or so. The daily yield is vari- 
ously estimated by different authorities. Some 
maintain the production amounts to 160,000 
barrels a day, and produce argument to sub- 
stantiate the figures. Others maintain the 
daily yield of Cushing is not over 100,000 bar- 
rels. In the one case the figures are probably 
high and in the other too low. It is stated by 
pipe line peop'e that 40,000 barrels a day are 
going into storage. This being true, the out- 
put of Cushing at this time ought to be 135,000 
barrels a day, or possibly a little more. The 
pipe line people claim if the 40,000 barrels a 
day going into storage were put on the mar- 
ket, the condition would be relieved for the 
present at least. In other words, it is as- 
serted there is enough production at this time 
to meet all requirements; but so many pro- 
ducers are trying to hold for better prices and 
are putting their oil into storage, and at the 
same time independent refiners are bidding 
strong for crude to keep their plants running, 
and the Prairie is advancing its price to get 
enough oil to meet its demands, hoping by the 
advance either to stop so much oil going into 
storage or else cause drilling that will create 
new supply for their needs. It is stated on 
reliable authority there are upwards of 200 
empty tanks in the Cushing district at this 
time. Notwithstanding this fact, some con- 
cerns are still ‘bui'ding tankage. 

Chief interest in new developments at this 
time is centered in operations to the north 
and also toward the so-called Fox pool south 
The Prairie Oil and Gas Co.'s well in 
21-19-7, which was reported recently to be 
good for 200 barrels or more in the Layton 
sand, was drilled deeper to the Bartlesville 
sand in which it failed to find the pay, and 
this seems to crush again hopes of larger de- 
velopment toward Jennings. A number of 
other wells are still drilling in that neighbor- 
hood; among them, the Republican Oi! and 
Pipe Line Co., in 29-20-7, the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Co. in 30-20-7, and John Markham in 
33-19 The Prairie has made location for 
another test in 20-20-7, and is also moving a 
rig into the northeast of the northwest of 
30-20-7. The Metropolitan Oil Company, which 
was reported to have finished a test in 34-19-7, 
has made location for. another test west of 
No. 1, which is making about 50 barrels a day 
natura. at the top of the Bartlesville sand. 
West of this in 14-19-6 the Chanute Refining 
Company is still drilling in its test, which 
lies between two dry hoes, and is supposed 
to be located on a dome staked out by geolo- 
gists. So far this well has had a great deal 
of trouble, but the formation has been regular 
and it seems ta have a good chance of de- 
veloping finally into a producer. 

In the Fox development south of Cushing a 
number of wells are drilling. The Gypsy Oil 
Company’s well in 9-16-7 is still making, ac- 
cording to reliable information, about 700 bar- 
rels a day. 




















Quite a number of deals are now under 
negotiation for the sale of properties in the 
Cushing pool. One of the most active spots in 
the old territory is on the river bed leases. 
These are being drilled and some fair wells re- 
ported. In spite of the slump in Cushing pro- 
duction the McMan Oil Company is stil! pro- 
ducing in excess of 30,000 barrels a day, and 
a few days ag reported 36,000 barrels in 
twenty-four hours 





Among wells completed at Cushing during 
the past week:—T. B. Slick brought in his No. 
2) on the Dakon farm, in 16-17-6, for 600 bar- 
rels. The Hill ©il1 and Gas Company's No. 4. 
in 17-7, south end of the field, was good for 
1%) barrels in the Tucker sand, completed at 
a depth of 2,925 feet. No. 2, on the Jackson 
farm, belonging to the same company, in 
15-17-7, is a 200-barreler also from the Tucker 
sand. These wells indicate rather a disappoint- 
ment in the Bartlesville formation at that part 
of the field. The same company has completed 
its No. 10 on the Joseph Cole farm, in 15-17-7, 
and it is good for 1,000 barrels. In 21-17-7, in 
the same neighborhood, the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company Aas finished its No. 17 on the 
Litchfield, the lease for which it paid $600,000 
about eighteen months ago, and it is good 
for fifty barrels. The Gypsy Oil Company’s 
No. 1 on the A. Wilson farm, in 11-17-7, is a 
250-barreler. C. B. Shaffer's No. 6 on the 
Offutt farm, in %2-19-7, in the north end of the 
pool, is good for 150 barrels; No. 7 is good for 
350 barrels; No. 9, on the A. Mille farm, is 
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good for 450 barrels, and No, 10 on the Abra- 
ham farm, in 17-18-7, is good for 160 barrels. 
The Akin Oil Company has completed its No. 
8 on the Simms, in_16-17-7, and has a_ 250- 
barrel well in the Layton sand, The North 
Poo] Oil Company’s No. 1 river bed well, in 
8-18-7, is making 300 barrels in the Bartles- 
ville sand. The Mid-continent Oil Company 
No. 1 on the Fixico, in 17-18-7, is a 100-barrel 
well. The Hill Oil and Gas Company’s No. 4 
on the Fields, in 21-17-7, is making 400 barrels. 
The Mohawk Oil Company is drilling on its 
river bed lease in 6-18-7. Recently the Chanute 
Refining Company purchased a controling in- 
terest in this property, and is in charge of de- 
velopment work. These wells explain better 
than any argument the reason Cushing is not 
maintaining its former production. With only 
one well good for 1,000 barrels, as compared 
with six, eight and twelve-thousand-barrel 
wells a few months ago, it is only surprising 
that Cushing has not gone off more than it has. 


In the Healdton District. 


Efforts on the part of producers in the Heald- 
ton district to force the Magnolia Pine Line 
Company to advance its price for Healdton 
crude have proved abortive. Application was 
made to the Oklahoma orporation Commis- 
sion asking that the pipe line company be re- 
quired to reduce the disparity now existing be- 
tween Healdton and Cushing prices. The Cor- 
poration Commission took the matter up and 
made an investigation, but the Magnolia peo- 
ple replied that the Healdton oil was not worth 
any more than they were paying for it and 
declined to meet the demands of the producers. 
In the meantime the producers at Healdton 
have been trying to find some way to get out 
of their agreement with the Producers’ Refin- 
ing Company at Gainesville, Texas, to furnish 
it with 7,500 barre of crude a day for a 
period of three years at 30 cents a barrel. 
Inasmuch as this was a co-operative move- 
ment to secure both a refinery and an outlet 
for Healdton crude when crude was stagnant 
on the market, and inasmuch as the deal was 
gone into after much deliberation and has be- 
come a matter of record, there isn’t any prob- 
ability of the contract being broken. 

Many operators in other parts of the fie'd 
are turning attention now to Healdton. Bet- 
ter things are being said of Healdton than at 
any previous time in its history. Oil operators 
who have never been able to see anything but 
the high-grade oil of the northern part of the 
field are now recognizing the possibilities of 
Healdton through its remarkable depth of sand, 
varying from 90 to 300 feet, all of its preg- 
nant with oil, and the unusual regularity of 
the territory. Whether the pool will be ex- 
tended remains a serious question. There are 
several directions in which it might develop. 
Wi deat drilling is being carried on in every 
direction nearly from Healdton, and the pos- 
sibilities are that before the winter is over 
some deep te will be put down, 

Among those drilling at the present time 
are the Healdton Oil Company, A. T. McGhee, 
P. D. Phillips, the 1916 Oil Company, Rex Oil 
Company, Ardworth Oil Company, the Crystal 
Oil Company, the Awireco Oil Company, Hugh 
Stern, the Thelma Oil Company, the Samoset 
Oi: Company, the Gypsy Oil Company, the 
Resurrection Oil Company, the Hivick Oil 
Company, C. B. Shaffer, J. A. Crosbie, Tal- 
morton @© Fisher, the Corsicana Petroleum 
Company, S. J. Hersteadt, the 1914 Oil Com- 
pany, the Duard Oil Company, Gunsberg & 
Foreman, Humble-Gypsy, and the McMan Oil 
Company. In addition to these many others 
are drilling in adjoining counties. 




























Okmulgee and Muskogee Counties. 


Interest is increasing in operations in Okmul- 
gee and Muskogee counties, in which are located 
the Bald Hill, the Morris, the Henryetta, the 
Boynton, the Cole and other pools. A good 
imany undeveloped leases are changing hands 
with prospect of development. Many proper- 
ties are under option for sale and a few deals 
have been closed. Bald Hill production is con- 
sidered the most desirable of any in that part 
of the field. It is stated that no sand in the 
mid-continent district holds up better than Bald 
and thus it is that drilling continues in 
county in spite of the very spotted char- 
acter of the sand. A gusher well is just as 
likely to be offset with a dry hole or vice 
versa as not, 

One of the mosi active parts of this district 
at the present time is Boynton, in which prob- 
aby thirty-five or forty strings of toois are 
now in operation. Among those drilling at this 
time are the Elmo Oil Company, the Merriet 
Oil Company, ©. B. Wilson, The Seven Sands 
Oil Company, the Keith-Piatt Oil Company, 
the Loshiel Oil Company, C. B. Ufer, Ufer & 
Ardizzone, Ardizzone & Osenbeck, Hughes 
& Bailey, the Okmulgee Producing Oil Com- 
pany, Pryor @ Co., Neeley and associates, 
Gypsy Oil Company, Bradstreet & Bradstreet, 
Brunner and others, Parker & Co., and Cam- 
eron & Co. 

The Merriot 41 Company’s No. 5 on the 
Morrison, in 16-14-16, came in at 800 barrels. 
Haziett, sooth and others, of Independence, 
dri.ied in their No. 8 on the Humphrey in the 
same section and got a 150-barrel well. The 
Dallas Oil Company, control of which was re- 
cently purchased by J. S. Cosden, drilled in 
its No. 8 on the Davis, in 11-14-15, and it is 
good for 150 barrels. The Gypsy Oil Company 
has completed its No. 4 on the Lightfoot, in 
15-14-16, and has to all appearances a 500- 
barrel well which made flows at intervals of 
twenty minutes shortiy after it was drilled in 
¢. B. Uler, it is reported, brought in a good 
well in the Boynton district the past week. A 
number of wells are on the top of the sand 
and are expected to be completed within the 
next few days. 

In the Bixby district the Cioto Oil Company 
(White & Sinclair), has completed its No. 11 
on the Stewart, in 4-16-13, and it is good for 
about 200 barre!s a day. Cull Bros. have com- 
pleted their test on the Ashberry, in 16-16-14, 
for a 6,000,000-foot gasser. Quite a number of 
wells are drilling around Henryetta. 

In the Morris district C. T. Smith’s No, 2 
on the Greer farm, in 18-14-15, the Gypsy’s No. 
15, in 22-13-14, and J. T. King’s No. 8, on the 
Hutchins farm, in 13-14-14, report 100-barrel 
wells each. The John Owen Oi: Company has 
completed its No. 5, in 13-14-14, and it is good 
for 20U barrels. At Okmulgee L. S. Skelton 
reports his test in 29-13-13 as a 2,000,000-foot 
gasser. 











Recent Deals and Sales. 


The Toxaway Oil Company, which began its 
existence in the development of the Cushing 
pool, has purchased the Leschen oil interests 
in the Ponea City and Newkirk pools. The 
properties embrace about 400 acres and about 
200 barre.s a day settled production, about 60 
barrels of which is in the Ponea field, and is 
a high grade product, now going to the Ponca 
refinery. 

B. B. Jones has purchased the royalty of the 
Sarah Rector lease in the Cushing pool. Re- 
cently he purchased Sarah Rector’s royalty oil 
in storage, amounting to 100,000 barrels, at 40 
cents a barrel, on which, by reason vf the ad 
vance in the market, he has made a clean 
profit up to this time of $35,000 and stands to 
make $15,000 to $25,000 more. There is quite 
a demand at this time for royalties. 

Tne repurt has been genera circulated 
that J. S. Cosden had purchased two-thirds of 
the gasoline filling stations in Kansas City 
Mr. Cosden did purchase the Gate City Com- 
pany’s filling stations, but he has not pur- 
chased others as reported. 

The Melrose Oil Company has sold to Isaac 
Shiler and H. C. Ziegler 160 acres, being the 
south half of 22-14-14, Bald Hi.! district, on 
which there are seven wells with a daily pro- 
duction of 170 barrels, of which about 100 bar-

Among the Refineries. 


Some refiners are still getting crude at 30 
cents and less a barrel, under old contracts, 
but most of them are paying a premium at 
this time. 

Several months ago when Cushing was mak- 
ing 300,000 barrels of crude a day and it 
looked as if it might be many months before 
any improvement would come, and when there 
was no outlet at all for Healdton crude, a 
number of men interested in the Ponca and 
Cushing refining companies met with a num- 
ber of Healdton producers and decided to cor- 
relate their interests in an effort to establish 
a market. The refining people finally stated 
if the producers would enter into an agree- 
ment to furnish 7,500 barrels of crude a day 
for three years, they would try to find a mar- 


ket for the output of a refimery of that ca- 
pacity for that period. Such an agreement 
was entered into. A contract was made with 


the Santa Fe Railway Company for the en- 
tire output of fuel oil of the proposed re- 
finery for a period of three years at a fixed 
price based upon the agreement with the pro- 
ducers. Then the refiners in question and 
their friends raised over $1,000,000 and began 
the construction of a refinery; they are also 
building a pipe line from Healdton to Gaines- 
ville, fex., where the refinery will be com- 
pleted within a few weeks. In order to mar- 
ket the gasoline from this crude marketing 
stations are being established all over Texas 
at big expense. Now it wou.d seem that the 
producers in the deal at Healdton would like 
to sneak out of the contract; much has been 
said in the newspapers at Ardmore the past 
week about the contract, as if it were a skin 
game; but the facts are the producers were 
very glad to make the agreement when they 
felt that by so doing they would be creating 
a market for their output. It was an open 
and legitimate contract which is of record and 
but it will have to be

lived up to. The statement of producers at 
Ardmore that Healdton crude is worth as 
much as Cushing crude is said to be abso 
lutely untrue. ’ 

There are five or six refineries id-e in the 
mid-continent field They have been unable to 
operate and make money at the very low ebb 
of the refined market One of these refineries 
last winter Was underselling almost every 
other refinery and boasted that it was able to 
make a protit at its prices and was going to 
give the marketers the advantage. The mar 
who disregards good marketing rules is usually 
the first to suffer in a pinch 

Nearly every refiner in the mid-continent 
field has advanced his price on gasoline and 
kerosene the past two we s, some from 6 
cents to 7 cents, others to 7% cents and a few 
to 8 cents and S4 cents a ga lon for gasoline 
and practically ail from 1 cents to 2% cents 
and 2% cents for kerosene 

These are hard days for the independent re 
fineries. One Kansas plant is shut down en 
tirely and the requirements of the company 
are being purchased from other refiners. An 
other Kansas plant is out of commission 
Still another is running on reduced amount of 
crude [wo of the largest refineries at Cus 
ing are closed down and there is no pt sp 
of immediate resumption of operations Cor 
tracts of several refiners for Cu g crude 
expire either this m mth or within a tew weeks 
and what will happen after that is prob.ema 
ical. It is a time of readjustment and the fu 
ture is very uncertain for,.many. It wiil be 
recalled that this correspondent pointed out 
many times the past. year or two the danger 
of so many rushing into the refining business 
and that it was not the get-rich-quick enter- 
prise generally supposed Yet notwithstanding 
this oft-repeated warning, during eighteen 
months he number of mid-continen refineries 
increased trom 36 to O and now it is xen- 
erally the talk among the owners thereof that 
it is g xing to be a question of the survival ol 
the fittest. , 

it is rumored the Mid-continent Refining 
Company, which is now having its ¢ rude treat- 
ed at the Uncle Sam refinery at Tu.sa, is 
making arrangements for the construction of 
a plant at Jennings, toward whic h the north 
<ushing development is being pushed. There 
is also a report that the commercial assucia 
tion of Allen, Okla., has purchased a 5U-acre 
site for a refinery and entered into a contract

CALIFORNIA OIL FIELDS. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Los Angeles, Cal., Aug. 29, 1915. 


Conditions of the California oil fields through- 
out the State remained practically the same 
during the past week. Field operations showed 
little activity, with the exception of the dis- 
tricts in the valley section, Coalinga and the 
Midway fields being the most active. This 
activity is due to conditions and efforts of in- 
dividual companies rather than to the fields as 
a whole. The Kern River and Trading Com- 
pany or Southern Pacific Railway Company 
and the Royal-Dutch are responsible in the 
most measure for activities in the aforemen- 
tioned fields. The reason that these 
corporations can continue their active opera- 
tions where the smaller concerns cannot is that 
the market is furnished by themselves. 

The Santa Maria fields, in the coast section, 
are being exploited by various speculators as 
a result of the exceptional showing of the 
Western Union Oil Company well No. 54. The 


newest extension of the Santa Maria fields to 
be worked on is the Casmalia section. Past 
discoveries by the Southern Pacific Company 


near this location have proved that there is 
located here an oil field which should eventual- 
ly prove to be of great commercial value, al- 
though the oil so far discovered has been of 
very heavy gravity. There is a contention, 
however, that a lower stratum of oil exists 
which would prove to be a paying proposition. 
Regarding No. 54 of the Western Union Oil 
Company, a flow of 1,100 barrels per day con- 
tinues. Nos. 3 and 47, which are now under 
construction, are expected to be finished within 
1 period ot from sixty to ninety days. These 
wells are expected to be completed in the sand 
reached by well No 54. If this occurs the pro- 
duction of that company will be increased in a 
l » measure. The gas from the wells in this 
field is exceptionally good for the manufacture 
of casing-head gasoline. The gas of the West- 
ern Union Oil Company is utilized at present 
by the Purity Gasoline Company, which returns 
onsiderable revenue. The stock of the West- 
ern Union Oil Company at present is $97 bid 
and $107 asked, with but a few sales reported. 
In the southern section the Fullerton and 
Whittier fields continue active in field opera- 
tions. The two individual companies regis- 
tering the most activity are the Standard Oil 
Company and the Union Oil Company. Out- 
side of the seven strings of tools which are 
‘ompelled to be kept running by the Union Oil 
Company on the Graham-Loftus lease there is 
one new rig on the Hale lease and one on the 
Tousseau lease. The Union Oil Company, on 
the Graham-Loftus le has adopted the pol- 
icy of the Standard Oil Company on its Mur- 
phy and Emery leases in that all rotary method 
of drilling is being supplanted by the stand- 
ard method. This general reversion to the old- 
er method of drilling seems a doublefold benefit 
to these companies. The general tendenc is 
to keep as much oi] in the ground as possible 
at present because of existing prices and to 
still live up to the contracts requiring extensive 
drilling operations. By substituting the stand- 






ase, 





ard method of Grilling, which is much slower 
in reaching the oil sand for the rotary 
method, it can be seen that the amount of 


drilling will be decreased to a great extent, and 
in consequence the enormous cost of production 


will also be decreased. The oil at the same 
time will be ready to be drawn upon when 
above ground, conditions justifying fast drill- 


ing for same, 

It is reported that the Murphy well No. 15 of 
the Standard Oil Company has increased its 
output from 1,100 barrels to 6,100 barrels. The 
gas pressure is very high. This well is located 
in the new Coyote section, and further proves 
the quality of that district. 

The Ventura Refining Company is just about 
ready to enter the field with its products. An 
expert formerly with the Standard Oil Com- 

iny, named Mr. Egbert, has been employed 
as manager. All kinds of illuminants, dis- 
tillates, gasoline and lubricants will be man- 
ufactured, the original plan of a topping plant 
having been expanded to cover all lines. ‘This 
company will be the only one in Ventura to 
zo into the manufacture of lubricants, and for 


this reason its success seems assured. 
Valley Activities. 
Reports from the valley section of the Cali- 
fornia oil fields show that there is a goodly 
amount of activity going on in that division. 


The Kern River and Trading Company, which 
is the main subsidiary of the Southern Pacific 
Railway Company, is active to the extreme on 
its leases around Coalinga. The company is 
increasing its production to meet the demands 
for fuel oil From appearances all the old 
wells are being put in order and put on the 
beam Wells are being cleaned out and put on 
the pump Activities point to the fact that 
the railroad requires more oil for its engines, 
as there is an increased demand upon the rail- 
road caused by the increase of traffic on the 
entire system, both by freight and passenger. 
The K. T. and O. on section 1-20-15 in the 


Coalinga field has its test well down 2,600 feet. 
The formation is very favorable for the rotary 
system of drilling, and the hole is in fine 
shape The well was spudded in about July 26 
and the work has progressed very satisfactorily. 

The Royal-Dutch Shell Company is also ex- 
ceedingly active around Coalinga at present, 
doing much development work. Its well on 
section 26-19-15, being drilled the W. D. 
Heal Company, is down 1,600 feet. The drill 
is now working in hard shell and the hole is 
in fine condition and the work is progressing 
rapidly.

Redrilling of the No. 2 well of the Maricopa 
Northern Oil Company on section 32-12-23 is 
progressing, and the obstruction which blocked 
the work for several days has been success- 
fully removed with the aid of dynamite. Super- 
intendent Davis had a large shot put in the 
hole to sidetrack an old joint of pyre, after 
which the drilling was again taken up. The 
hole is now redrilled to better than 3,000 feet, 
with the four and one-half-inch casing and 
bottom will be reached in less than a week. 

By working daylight tours only the Musca- 
tine-Maricopa, with three producing wells, is 
delivering 2,000 barrels of oil monthly to the 
Producers’ Agency. The Agency has resumed 
taking oil from the Muscatine, and since the 
order became effective in June the produc- 
tion has been brought up to where more than 
double that amount could be furnished if sale 
dould be found for it.

KENTUCKY-TENNESSEE PETRO- 


LEUM FIELDS. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Barbourville, Ky., Aug, 31, 1915. 


Renewed activity in most of the Kentucky- 
Tennessee districts is reflected more by an in- 
crease in rigs in operation than by completed 
work, as results in new production continue 
light. One feature resulting from the upward 
trend of prices is the pumping of small strip- 
pers, which have been idle for two years be- 
cause of lack of a profitable price. Many of 
this class of welis are found in the lower Ken- 
tucky districts, too scattered to be operated 
profitably under former prices. 

Three districts in Kentucky figure in late 
completed work, Wayne county, a shallow 
sand tield, contributing three producing wells, 
for a total new yield of 45 barrels daily. The 
strikes average fifteen barrels each and all are 
within the productive area as defined by previ- 


ous drilling. The Lawrence county field re- 
sponded with a well of 15 barrels’ capacity, 
this strike being above the average for that 
field. The location is slightly apart from the 
deve'oped ‘Falisville extension. In that region 
a number of new wells are reported driliing,

while a renewal of activity is 
the older pools around Busseyville, 
shown little activity this year. In 
county field a well of ten barrels’ 
credited to the Stillwell district. Several new 
wells are now drilling in ‘Wolfe county. Mor- 
gan county, a neighboring deep sand well, is 
showing signs of reviving life after a period of 
inactivity extending over a year. 


The shallow sand field of upper Tennessee, 
directly south of Wayne county, Ky., con- 
tinues a center of activity, but no new com- 


pletions have been reported for several days. 
Work is delayed because of the distance neces- 
sary to transport machinery, Probably a dozen 


companies are now in the field and work is 
under way over a five-mile radius One of 
these tests, near the town of Oneida, is due 


for completion during the week. ‘This location 
is five miles removed from the small developed 
area near the Kentucky line. It will require 
considerably more development work than has 


yet been accomplished to prove the possibili- 
ties of the new field, but operators are confi- 
dent of establishing one of the most prolific 


extensions yet developed on the Tennessee side. 

lt is expected that the coming month will 
show a considerable increase in experimental 
drilling in all sections of the Kentucky-Ten- 
nessee district. The total advance of 23 cents 
per barrel in the price of better grade oil has 
caused a renewal of lease-taking, and the sea- 
son is now at hand when machinery may be 
placed at new locations with least expense, 
due to the good condition of highways. 





Texas Oil Notes. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Austin, Tex., Sept. 1, 1915. 
The sudden transformation of pumping oil 
wells of a few hundred daily capacity into 
mammoth gushers is a phenomena that oc- 


curred in the Ged field, six mi.es west of here. 
It is stated that all of the wells on the Gulf 
Coast fields of Texas and Louisiana are show- 
ing a big increase of production since the re- 
cent tropicai hurricane One particular well 
in the Ged field—that of the Vinton Petroleum 
Company—was a slow-going pumping proposi- 
tion with a daily output of less than two hun- 
dred barrels. During the height of the big 
storm its operations were shut down. The op- 
erators were surprised to see a siream of oil 
suddenly shoot from the well and rise into the 


air. The solid column of oil has been gushing 
forth without cessation ever since the first 
outbreak and it is being taken care of in 


temporary reservoirs as well as possible under 
the circumstances. A shows that the out- 
put of the well is 24,000 barrels of oi! daily. 
Other wells in the same field. and in the pro- 
ducing districts of Spindle Top, Sour Lake, 
Batson and Humble are now giving large 
yields of oil. Some of these wells were be- 
lieved to be exhausted and their recent re- 
vival of production comes as a great surprise 
to their respective owners 

The scientific explanation of the sudden in- 
crease of production of the different wells is 
that the subterranean oil pool is controlled by 
hydrostatic pressure and that the phenomenal 
high tides which prevailed in the Gulf of 
Mexico during the hurricane period forced the 
oil to the surface. The dispacement of the 
sea-bordering portion of the oi! pool by the 
deep water of the Gulf will cause the increase 
of oil production to be kept up for some time, 
it is stated. 

The J. ‘M. Guffey Petroleum Confpany of 
Beaumont has filed an amendment to its char- 


test 











ter in the Secretary of State’s office, decreas- 
ing its capital stock from $15,000,000 to $2,- 
500,000 and changing its name to the Gulf 


Production Company. This company was orig- 





inally composed of Col. J. M. Guffey and John 
H. Gai.ey of Pennsylvani They were the 
pioneer oil producers of Texas. The famous 
original gusher at Spindle Top, near Beau- 
mont, was brought in by A. F. Lucas, whd 


was at that time in their employ. The J. M. 
Guffey Petroleum Company has been conduct- 
ing extensive oil prospecting operations in dif- 
ferent parts of Texas during the last several 
months. It owns an oil and gas lease on the 
1,200,000-acre ranch of Mrs. Henrietta M. 
King, in the lower Gulf coast region of the 
State, and is boring ‘‘wildcat’’ wells thereon. 
The Producers’ Oil Company, which is a 
subsidiary of the Texas company, has brought 
in its first oil well upon the Gillespie lease in 
the Moran field of North Central Texas. It 
shows a daily production of 700 barrels. Much 
significance is attached to the latest addition 
to the deve:opment of the Moran field. Oil 
men predict that it will soon take first rank 
with other Texas fields in quantity of oil out- 
put. ‘There is much activity on the part of 
the larger companies in securing land leases 
in that section.

One- 
cent leiter postage was favored, and a 
protest was made against certain pecu-

The directors of British Dyes, 


Limited, are reported to be inquiring 
for a suitable site for works at Selby, 
Yorkshire, England, but considerable 
time must necessarily elapse before 
any such works can be established and 
placed in operation. Progress is likely 
to be slow owing to the shortage of 
labor and to the fact that certain in- 
termediate products from which a 
large range of aniline dyes are derived 
are needed for the manufacture of 
explosives. 


Soya beans are the principal export 
from North Manchuria. During 1914, 
268,025 tons of beans were exported 
from this consular district via Vladi- 
vostok and 26,648 tons were exported by 
way of Nikolaiefsk. Of this quantity 
90,000 tons went to Japan and the re- 
maining 204,673 tons were exported to 
England, Denmark, Germany and Hol- 
land. The average price of beans f. 
o. b. Vladivostok was $31.98 per ton. 
The 1914 crop was 20 per cent. larger 
than that of the previous year, but on 
account of the difficulties of transpor- 
tation caused by the war a large per- 
centage of the crop remained unsold 
at the end of the year. 


Postmaster Morgan, of New York, in- 
vites attention to the order issued by 
the Postmaster General, effective Sep- 
tember 1, 1915, which provides that 
fourth-class mail may be _ insured 
against loss in an amount equivalent 
to its actual value, but not to exceed 
$5 in any one case, on payment of a 
fee of three cents; not to exced $25 on 
payment of a fee of five cents; not to 
exceed $50 on payment of a fee of ten 
cents; or not to exceed $100 on payment 
of a fee of twenty-five cents, in addi- 
tion to the postage, both to be prepaia 
by stamps owt but indemnity will 
not be allowed in cases of loss of such 
mail addressed to the Philippine 
Islands, unless the loss occurred in the 
postal service of the United States.

purchasing of these drugs and other 
commodities by domestic consumers in 
the drug market within the week, with 
the result that a moderate volume of 
business has been transacted at gener- 
ally advancing prices. There has been 
no material relief from the shortage of 
all the coal-tar derivatives, including 
medicinal, flavoring extract and aro- 
matic synthetics made from phenol and 
benzoate bases, and the scarcity of 
Austro-Hungarian botanicals and many 
other crude drugs has become even 
more pronounced of late. 

In consequence of the further reduc- 
tion of spot stocks to meager propor- 
tions, and the poor outlook for substan- 
tial replenishment within the near fu- 
ture, prices have been raised for all the 
salicylates and benzoates as well as for 
the potash preparations, caffeine, epsom 
salt, formaldehyde, saccharin, cou- 
marin, quebracho bark, West Indian 
kola nuts, cut and crushed soap bark, 


juniper berries, Mexican whole beans, 
gum olibanum, siftings and tears; can- 
nabis indica, Austrian sage leaves, 
thyme leaves, gentian root, rhatany 


root, coriander seed, Dutch POPPY seed, 
Japan wax and a few high grades of 
refined paraffine. 

Some importers of 
hitherto failed to raise their prices to 
levels commensurate with those com- 
manded in the primary centers and to 
the figures named by some of the lead- 
ing operators here, have recently ad- 
vanced their quotations for the medic- 
inal grades proportionately, and the 
local market for this narcotic-has stif- 
fened considerably. Acetone has also 
been marked up sharply, in recognicion 
of an additional advance in acetate of 
lime; aloin has been raised, as the cost 
of Curacao aloes has moved upward, 
and Newfoundland cod liver oil has been 
lifted here in sympathy with a rising 
market in primary centers. Corn syrup 
and corn sugar have been marked 
down, however, as the cost of corn has 
declined considerably of late. 

Nitrate of silver and fusel oil have 
likewise been marked up, on a growing 
demand and augmented cost of produc- 
tion, ang glycerine has also been 
strengthened by a lack of imports. 

Concessions have been made in quick- 
silver in 100-flask lots, as supplies here 
have become more liberal, and in a few 
botanical products, such as the sweet 
herbs, including laurel leaves and Ger- 
man marjoram. Some shading of 
prices has also been resorted to in Hun- 
garian chamomile flowers, despite the 
uplift in other Hungarian goods, in 
caraway seed, larkspur seed, No, 2 Ba- 
tavia mace, most of the peppers, baim 
of Gilead buds, balsam tolu and fir bal- 
sam, for which the demand has slack- 
ened and moderate accumulations have 
resulted. In the essential oil group, 
the Messina essences—bergamot, lemon 
and orange oils—have been offered 
down slightly, as the buying move- 
ment has lessened and somewhat low- 
er figures have been made for pine 
needle oil. 

Italy’s recent participation in the

OPIUM, 


The constantly expanding demand 
from foreign consumers for opium deri- 
vatives has inspired many local hold- 
ers who were hitherto offering their 
stocks of this narcotic at figures con- 
siderably below those named by lead- 
ing importers to raise their asking fig- 
ures to levels commensurate with those 
prevailing in the primary markets and 
generally equivalent to those quoteg by 
the most important operators. Some 
handlers of this commodity continue to 
offer rather limited quantities of drug- 
gists’ quality gum at $7.15 in cases and 
at $7.20 in jobbing lots, but a majority 
of local importers are now demanding 
$7.50 for this description of the gum in 
both cases and jobbing quantities. The 
powdered and granular grades are still 
being offered in some quarters of the 
local market at $8.25 and $8.35, respec- 
tively, but most holders are now ask- 
ing $8.50 and $8.60. 


MORPHINE, 


Only small quantities of this opium 
derivative are being taken by domestic 
consumers, but foreign buyers are ab- 
sorbing large lots daily and American 
manufacturers are still holding their 
output very strongly on a bulk basis 
of $5 per ounce for the acetate, muriate 
and sulphate varieties in 50-ounce lots, 
in one delivery. 

CODEINE, 


Foreign buying continues to reach 
sizable proportions and is becoming 
more active daily. Domestic consumers, 
however, are buying only sparingly, but 
American makers are still quoting their 
output on a bulk basis of $6.45 per 
ounce for the alkaloid, muriate and ni- 
trate descriptions, in 25-ounce lots, in 
one delivery. 


QUININE, 


Continued curtailment of shipments 
of cinchona bark from Java to Europe 
has been revealed in the figures on such 
exports for August, which show a total 
of less than 1,000,000 Dutch pounds for 
last month, as compared with 1,004,600 
Dutch pounds for July and with 978,- 
000 Dutch pounds for August, 1914. 
The unusually active demand for the 
salts, in conjunction with war uses in 
Europe, and an unceasing inquiry from 
domestic consumers have combined 
with this limiting of the bark shipments 
to keep the market for the salts very 
firm, and although domestic manufac- 
turers continue to quote their output on 
a bulk basis of -33c. in 100-ounce tins, 
they are loath to book contracts even 
at this level. Second hands have sold 
some ouside lots of Java and Amster- 
dam salts at 35c. and are now asking 35 
a@38c. for their meager stocks.

view of a steadily increasing demand, 
especially active on export account, do- 
mestic manufacturers and other hold- 
ers of this derivative have raised their 
prices again, this time to a minimum 
of 30c., while asking up to 32c. and even 
to 33c. in some instances. Latest rec- 
ords of exports include the shipment of 
1,485 drums from Philadelphia to Lon- 
don. 

ALOIN.—As a result of the recently 
increased cost of Curacao aloes, prices 
asked for this derivative have been 
advanced to a minimum of 87c., while 
in some quarters spot goods are being 
quoted up to 93c. 

ANTIPYRINE.—A recent further re- 
duction of stocks of this coal-tar deri- 
vative, without any prospect for sub- 
stantial replenishment within the nea: 
future, has inspired domestic manu- 
facturers and local handlers to raise 
their prices to a bulk basis minimum 
of $16. In some quarters up to $20 is 
being named. 

ANTIMONY.—In consequence of re- 
cent sizable arrivals of this metal and a 
consequent drop in the prices asked for

CAFFEINE.—Alkaloid is in such 
scanty supply and active demand 
to bring about a further advance of $1 
within the week, and domestic manu- 
facturers are now offering their spot 
stocks of this description at $10@10.25, 
while quoting the citrated variety at 
$4.75@5. 

COCOA BUTTER.—Prime domestic 
goods are now being offered at 28%c. in 
bulk by most American manufacturers, 
but are being quoted at 28c. in a few 
quarters. Wrapped fingers in twelve- 
pound boxes are being well maintained

at 32@34c. Only a moderate demand 
is now reported for these goods, but 
confectionery manufacturers are now

CODLIVER OIL.—In sympathy with

ly active for this time of the year, while 
spot stocks, although recently aug- 
mented by moderate arrivals, are stili 
far below current requirements. Lat- 
est arrivals at the local port have in- 
cluded 100 barrels from Christiania and 
125 barrels from Bergen. 

CORN SYRUP.—In view of a recent 
sharp drop in prices asked for corn, 
leading manufacturers have lowered 
their prices twice within the week to 
the extent of 10c. in each instance, 
making their revised quotations $2.32 
per 100 pounds for 42 degrees mixing 
corn syrup and $2.26 for the “pure 
food” description of corn sugar.

— A_ growing 
scarcity of this article has been reflect- 
ed of late by another advance in the 
prices asked for it, to 94%.@10c. 

FUSEL OIL.—As domestic manufac- 
turers continue to control the situa- 
tion, in the absence of sizable arrivals 
from abroad, they are asking steadily 
advancing prices, and are now nam- 
ing $2.50@3 for their crude oil, as to 
amylic alcohol content, while quoting 
refined oil at $3.25@3.50 and amyl ace- 


tate at $3@3.50. 
GLYCERINE. — As outside lots 
which are being obtained by second 


hands on contracts calling for deliver- 
ies at relatively low prices, are now 
available at figures considerably below 
those named by the domestic manu- 
facturers, the latter are securing only 
a small amount of business, while the 
bulk of the business now obtainable 
is being captured by these second 
hands, who are offering their stocks at 
24c. for the chemically. pure grade in 
drums, while quoting this variety in 
cans at 25c. A majority of the do- 
mestic makers, however, are now ask- 
ing 24%c. in drums for this descrip- 
tion, and in at least one instance are 
quoting at 25c. in such containers 
while quoting 25%c. for this grade in 
cans. Dynamite glycerine has also 
advanced, and is now being held gen- 
erally at a minimum of 24c., while 
maintained strongly at 25c. in some 
quarters. Several sales have already 
been made in this grade at 24c. The 
local market is virtually bare of the 
crude grades, soaplye being quoted 
nominally at 16@17c., while no quota- 
tion is being vouchsafed for saponifi- 
cation. Latest arrivals at the local 
port have included ninety cases from 
Marseilles and fifteen cases from

Saponification glycerine has been bid for up 
to 205 francs per .100 kilos, naked, but there 
are no offers under 210 francs per 100 kilos

In the soap lye glycerine market some lots 
of spot goods have been sold around 150 francs 
per 100 kilos naked, and sellers seem to be 
maintaining firmer views on new business. 

KOLA NUTS.—Wth a steadily in- 
creasing demand, prices for West In- 
dian goods have been raised a half 
cent to a minimum of 9c., while held 
at 9%c. in some quarters and at 10c. 
in others. Latest arrivals at the local 
port have embraced eleven sacks from 
Laguayra. — 

MENTHOL.—A greatly increased in- 
quiry for this article has been noted of 
late and local importers and other 
handlers are generally holding their 
spot stocks firmly at $2.60 in cases and 
$2.75 in broken lots. Latest offers from 
Japan have included one for prompt 
shipment at $2.07, cost and freight, and 






a recent offer here has been made 
at $2.15 in bond. 
NITRATE OF SILVER.—In conse- 


quence of a recent advance in the cost 
of bar silver, domestic manufacturers 
have raised their prices for this deriva- 


tive to the extent of three-fourths of a 
cent, making their revised quotation 
31lc. in 1,000 to 500-ounce lots, 32c. in 


100-ounce lots and 33c. in smaller quan- 
tities down to a single ounce. 

POTASH.—Permanganate is still in 
scanty supply, but is now being of- 
fered, under keen competition, at $1.10 
@1.15 in most instances, although 
quoted in one quarter at $1.05 and in 
still another at $1.02%4. 


QUICKSILVER.—As latest arrivals 
at the local port have augmented 


stocks here considerably, while the de- 
mand has not increased proportion- 
ately, local manufacturers’ agents have 
lowered their prices $1 further in 100- 
flask lots, making the revised quota- 
tion $88@90 in such quantities. Job- 
bing lots, however, are still being of- 
fered at $1.35@1.40.

SACCHARIN.—As spot supplies of

SODA.—Salicylate and benzoate have 
been raised of late, as supplies have 
become smaller here, and most local 
handlers are now asking $3.15@3.25 for 
both commodities.

TOLUOL.—Though spot lots of com-

CARBOLIC.—An active demand con- 
tinues to be noted for all descriptions of 
this acid, which is still in such scanty 
supply, despite the steadily increasing 
output of a few domestic makers, as to 
command $1.40@1.50 for U. S. P. crys- 


tals on spot. Forward deliveries are 
being offered at $1.30 and $1.20, but no 
additional offers at any lower figures 


are now being made. Cresylic acid con- 
tinues to be quoted at 75c.@$1.20. Lat- 
est arrivals at this port have included 
174 drums from Havre and ten drums 
from London. 

CITRIC. Domestic manufacturers 
report a much easier situation in this 
acid, which they are now offering freely 
at 55c. for the crystals in barrels and at 
55lee. for this description in kegs. Al- 
though the citrates are generally beings 
offered at previously mentioned figures, 
iron quinine citrate has been raised 15c. 


in consequence of the recent uplift in 
quinine salts, and is now being held 
very firmly at $1.80@1.85c. The latest 


records of exports tell of the shipment 
of 100 kegs from Philadelphia to Lon- 
don. 

SALICYLIC.—Because of the great 
searcity of this acid, which has not yet 
been relieved by the recently augmented 
production of a few domestic manufac- 
turers, local holders continue to ask 
$3.15@3.25. 

BALSAMS. 

COPAIBA.—A moderate demand is 
still reported for this balsam and local 
importers and other handlers are gen- 
erally asking 34@36c. for their stocks of 
genuine South American goods and 31@ 
35c. for their supplies of Para. Latest 
arrivals at the local port have included 
fifty-three cases from Maricabo, fifteen 
cases from Manaos and seventy-three 
cases from Para. 

FIR.—With the customary 
mer diminution of the 
consequent moderate accumulation of 
stock here local holders have reduced 
their prices moderately and are now of- 
fering the Canada description at $5@ 
25 and the Oregon variety at 65@75c. 

TOLU.—Concessions of a cent have 
been made of late in the prices named 
by local importers for this balsam, as 
spot stocks have been augmented and 
the demand has fallen off. The revised 
quotation is 39@4lc. 


BARKS. 


QUEBRACHO.—Although the recent- 
ly increased demand for this bark and 
somewhat diminished supplies here

Although the securities’ market has 
been subjected to a moderate degree 
of irregularity during the past week, 
the undertone has remained firm and 
new high levels have been recorded by 
some issues. The decline in foreign 
exchange rates has attracted atten- 
tion, but it is generally admitted that 
conditions at present do not warrant 
a permanent recovery. Our export 
trade continues exceedingly satisfac- 
tory and this is a factor not con- 
ducive to an advance in foreign ex- 
change rates. Figures made public by 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, Department of Commerce, 
show a slight decrease in imports and 
a large gain in exports during July 
and the seven months ending with 
July, 1915, when compared with those 


periods of last year. July imports 
totaled $143,099.620 this year, against 
$159,688,291 a year ago. July exports 


were the largest ever recorded for that 
month, being, for this year, $267,978,- 
990, compared with $154,138,947, for July, 
1914, and $160,990,778, for July, 1913, 
when the month made a new high 
record. Of the July, 1915, imports, 64.6 
per cent. entered free of duty, against 
59.2 per cent. in July, last year. Dur- 
ing the seven months ending with 
July, imports this year totaled $1,008,- 
909,441, against $1,140,593,373 in 1914, a 
decrease of 11.6 per cent.; while ex- 
ports aggregated $1,969,787,495, in 1915, 
against $1,200,982,162, in 1914, a gain of 
64 per cent. For the month of July, 
1915, there was an export balance of 
$124,879,370, as compared with an import 
balance of $5,538,344 in July, 1914, and 
an export balance of $21,929,008 in July, 
1913. For the seven months ending 
with July, the export balance fell only 
a little short of being a billion dol- 
lars, the total being $960,878,054, against 
$60,388,789 in the first seven months of 
1914. Gold imports in July, 1915, 
amounted to $17,262,938, against $3,391,- 
715 in July, 1914; and gold exports in 


July, last, were $2,191,735, compared 
with $33,669,424 in July, 1914. For the 


seven months ending with July, this 
year’s gold imports aggregated $162,- 
187,374, against $34,135,137 in 1914; while 
gold exports were $9,774,262, in com- 
parison with $117,643,959 in 1914. Thus 
there was a net inward gold movement 
of $152,413,112 in the first seven months 
of 1915, and a net outward movement 
of $83,508,822 in a like period of 1914. 
In referring to the annual report of 
the American Agricultural Chemical 
Company, Treasurer Thomas A. Doe 
states:—“After deducting all operating 
charges, office and selling expenses, 
interest on bonds and notes, and after 
charging off $890,393 for depreciation of 
plants and mines, and deducting $821,- 
488 for freight losses and contingencies, 
there remained a net profit for the year 
ended June 30, 1915, of $3,675,145. From 
this amount there have ben paid four 
quarterly dividends of 1% per cent. 
on the preferred stock, amounting to 
$1,654,176 and four quarterly dividends 
of 1 per cent. on the common stock, 
amounting to $737,236, making an ag- 
gregate amount of $2,391,412, leaving a 
balance of $1,283,733 carried to surplus 


account. Notwithstanding the dis- 
turbed conditions brought about by 
the war in Europe, the result of the 


year’s business has been satisfactory 
and augurs well for the future.”

A letter from ‘Calcutta, describing

At the 
close, however, the demand is rather slack, 
especially for fine shellac, but sellers are quite 
steady and there is very little offering. For 
forward practically no business has been 
done owing to there being no sellers. 


ESSENTIAL OILS. 


BERGAMOT.—In the absence of all 
except a light demand, local importers 
of this Messina essence have generally 
lowered their prices 10c. further to 
$3.10 for most brands while in a few 
instances offering their stocks of one 
or two brands as low as $3.05. One 
well-known brand, however, continues 
to be held at $3.50. 

CITRONELLA.—Only a moderate de- 
mand is now reported for this oil, as 
the season for it is ended. Local hold- 
ers continue to offer their spot stocks 
of Ceylon goods at 40@42c. in drums 
and at 42@44c. in cans. Freer offerings 
of Java oil are noted, with most local 
handlers quoting it at $1.05@1.10. 

LEMON.—Further concessions of 5c. 
have been made by some local import- 
ers, who are now offering a few brands 
of this Messina essence at $1.05 as the 
demand diminishes, but a majority of 
New York operators continue to ask 
$1.10 for their goods, while one well- 
known brand is still being maintained 
at $1.25. 

ORANGE.—A fair demand is report- 
ed for Italian sweet oil and West In- 
dian goods, but under keen competi- 
tion, local importers have reduced their 
prices for the Italian goods, in some 
instances to $1.80 for a few brands. 
One well-known brand of sweet Italian 
oil, however, is still being held at $2.15. 
West Indian oil is quoted at $1.70@ 
1.75. Bitter orange oil is being held at 
$2@2.10. Latest arrivals at the local 
port have included two cases from 
Kingston. 

PEPPERMINT.—A fair demand is 


noted for this oil, but as a majority of 
estimates on the 1915 harvest and oil 
yield suggest an output of at least as 
large proportions as that obtained last 
year, local holders continue to offer 
their stocks on a bulk basis of $1.50@ 
1.60, in tins. One brand prepared in 
bottles, however, is still being strongly 
maintained at $2.40@2.50. Reports on 
the gathering of the plants and oil 
yield in Michigan and Indiana to date 
have been of a conflicting character, 
and it is not deemed likely that any 
definite intimation as to the actual 
production for this year will be avail- 
able for a fortnight. 

PINE NEEDLES.—As the demand 
for this oil has slackened of late, prices 
have been lowered to the extent of 5c. 
to 70@75c. 

FLOWERS, 

ARNICA.—As spot stocks have been 
reduced still further of late, while the 
outlook for replenishing supplies has 
been darkened by the unabated war- 
fare abroad and the increasing difficul- 
ties of gathering and shipping the 
crop, local holders have raised their 
prices 3c. further to a minimum of 30c. 

CHAMOMILES.—Hungarian flowers 
are still in scanty supply, but with a 
recent diminution of buying operations 
here, prices asked for these goods have 
been lowered 10c. to 45@48c. Belgian 
or Roman flowers, however, continue 
to be strongly maintained at 30@32c. 


MEDICINAL AND OTHER GUMS. 


ARABIC.—Amber sorts, of the 
cleaned. variety, are in only light sup- 
ply here, and are very strongly main- 
tained in the Khartoum market, with 
the result that local handlers continue 
to ask 16@18c. for spot stocks of 
these goods. Other grades remain un- 
changed at previously-mentioned fig- 
ures. 

CAMPHOR.—A fair demand contin- 
ues to be reported for the refined gum 
of both foreign production and domes- 
tic make. American refiners are stil! 
holding their output on a bulk basis of 
43c. in barrels, but importers of the 
Japanese refined gum are offering their 
stocks on a basis of 42%c. in two-and- 
a-half-pound slabs. 

GAMBOGE.—Mass continues to be 
offered at 62%4@65c. and pipe at 55@ 
574%c. and the powdered grade at 65@ 
70c. A moderate demand is still re- 
ported for all descriptions. 

OLIBANUM.—A growing scarcity of

The chemical market has maintained 
its usual firm position during the past 
week. Recent advances in caustic 
soda and bleaching powder have been 
fully maintained and it looks as 
though the current high prices will 
be permanent throughout the remain- 
der of the year. Sulphide of soda crys- 
tals, 30 per.cent., have been advanced 
one quarter cent per pound, making 
the minimum selling figure 2c. Oxalic 
acid supplies have shown a further 
reduction and sellers have advanced 
the market 2c. a pound. Sulphuric, nitric, 
acetic and muriatic acids are nominal- 
ly higher, with very little stock ob- 
tainable for nearby shipment. The pro- 
duction of these acids has been heavily 
sold ahead and the markets show 
signs of permanent strength for some 
time to come. Chloride of barium has 
recorded an advance of $5 a ton and 


the closing price was $105. There is 
very little of this material obtainable 
on spot. Tin oxide has been reduced 
2c. a pound to 39c. The revision is 
attributed to variations in the metal 
market. Carbon tetrachloride was of- 
fered at 16c. a pound at the close 


against a former price of 17c. A slight- 
ly easier feeling was manifested in 
some grades of carbonate of potash, 
not on account of increased offerings, 
but be demand was very quiet. 
Spot prices for chlorate of potash were 
lower on account of the inactive ex- 
tent of consuming demand. Acetate of 
lime has been advanced under a con- 
tinued heavy demand. Advices from 
Holland state that there has been no 
change in the prices of the different 
chemicals and the market is very dull, 
The export from Holland to the other 
countries of the world is prohibited 
nearly all chemicals. From Eng- 
only a few articles are shipped 
and these can only consigned to 
the Netherlands Oversea Trust Com- 
pany. From Germany Holland gets 
large quantities of carbonate of pot- 
ash and caustic potash, but these 
have to be consumed here in 
country. Trading for export is 
difficult owing to the fact that 
have to give guarantees that the 
are of Dutch origin, otherwise 
steamship companies will not ac- 
cept them. The freights of sea-voy- 
ages are very high. Therate of insur- 
ance is at a reasonable level. Below

1913, The market is holding steady at 
1% @2e. a pound for domestic on spot. 

CAL STIC SODA.—The interval has 
occasioned no improvement in buying 
conditions. The fact that production 
is heavily sold @head makes it diffi- 
cult for buyers to seture additional 
offerings and several of the leading 
producers are unable to offer any- 
thing for prompt shipment. Inquiry 
is very active and former prices are 
firmly sustained all around. At the 
close dealers quoted 4%@5%c. a pound 
for 74@76 per cent. for domestic ship- 
ment. Contracts covering delivery

The annual report of one of the large 
fertilizer companies which was issued 
recently gives an interesting view on 
the position of many materials during 
the past year. The phosphate rock end 
of the business is shown to have been 
unfavorable. The report says that the 
decreased demand for phosphate rock 
for domestic trade, and the almost abso. 
lute stoppage of shipments of any 
phosphate rock abroad, have caused the 
price of phosphate to materially de- 
cline and the mines to work on short 
time; and while the business has been 
run at a profit, it has not been at such 
a profit as is usually derived. When 
the war is over, indications would point 
to a larger consumption of phosphate 
rock in foreign countries, and a further 
improvement in our domestic consump- 
tion. 

Owing to the difficulty in securing 
foreign pyrites there is a good call for 
domestic offerings. Dried blood and 
tankage are quiet, but values are hold- 





ing. Fish scrap is getting stronger as 
the fishing season advances, and the 
catch of menhaden is proving small. 
Nitrate of soda is strong, with large 


quantities being taken out of the mar- 
ket. Sulphate of ammonia is quiet. 
None of the potash salts were sought 
for this week, and muriate has stopped 
for the time being at least in its up- 
ward movement. For reports of the

NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS. 
CYANAMID.—No change in the s‘tu- 
ation has been reporteg by leading sell- 
ers. The market continues to ho!d firm 
in price, with present trading restricted 


by the slow position of the trade in 
general. Prices are quoted at:—Sep- 
tember shipment, $2.30 per unit; Oc- 


tober to December shipments, $2.35 per 
unit, f. o. b. works, bagging charges 
to be added to the above figures. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Leading markets continue to report a 
quiet call for blood and tankage. Re- 
ports that concessions would be grant- 
ed on firm bids from buyers have been 
heard, but the feature of the market 
has been the steadiness with which 
prices have been maintained in the face 
of slow consuming demand. Chicago 
continues to quote dried blood at $2.37% 
and high-grade tankage at $2.25 and 
10. These prices are for prompt ship- 
ment as later deliveries command a 
premium over the spot market. 

FISH SCRAP.—Reports on the topic 
of fish scrap this season have been a 
succession of depressing views on the 
catch of menhaden. This week shows 
no exception to the general rule, and 
as production of scrap necessarily de- 
pends upon the catch fish, it is ob- 
vious that the supply will be compara-

tively small this year. In the local 
market there is very little trading in 
fish scrap, as offerings have been very 
small. Some sellers say that prices are 
merely nominal. The situation is also 
unfavorable in the South, and quota- 
tions for dried scrap are $°?.70@2.75 f.

NITRATE OF SODA.—Reports from 
the West Coast show a strong market 
there in spite of the increase in pro- 
duction. The buying movement is well 
sustained, and as ocean freights are 
holding high the quotation for n‘trate 
in the local market is holding strong, 
and quotations during the week were 
even stronger than a week ago. Quo- 
tations are given at $2.45 per 100 
pounds. Arrivals of nitrate at domes- 
tic ports are reported, and as _ ship- 
ments from Chile have been unduly 


iarge in recent months, the visible sup- 
ply for this country is above normal. A 
report on nitrate of soda in English 
markets says that there is again no 
change in the quoted prices for nitrate 


of soda, although one is doubtful 
whether these quoted prices bear any 
close re’ations to the actual value of 
the fertilize. There seems to be no 
doubt that the available supplies for 
Kxurope are large and are rapidly be- 


coming larger, and one does not quite 
see whence an adequate demand is to 
come, unless enormously more is being 
used for ammunition purposes than is 
generally supposed. It is reported that 


the Chilean output continues to grow 
rapidly and is already in excess of the 
probable consumption. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—While 


nitrate of soda is feeling the effects of 
a strong consumption by the explosives 
trades, sulphate of ammonia depends 
almost entirely upon the fertilizer trade 
for outlet, and the slowness of the 
latter causes sulphate to move slowly.

Domestic sulphate is moving against 
contracts, but foreign grades are not 
active, and the position of the market 
is illustrated by the fact that ship- 


ments of English sulphate to this coun- 
try in July amounted to but 335 tons, 
as compared with 2,674 tons in July 
last year. Quotations for sulphate are 





$3.30 for prompt material, with sellers 
inclined to ask higher prices for later 
delivery. A report from the Manches- 
ter market says that sulphate of am- 
monia is rather a flat market here, 
owing to the great difficulty of obtain- 
ing licenses and arranging shipments.

Developments in the fertilizer trade are still 
few and unimportant Because of the uncer- 
tain international situation the buyers of crude 
stocks still continue to observe conservatism; 
in fact recent reports of peace talk have 
tended to maype the trade all the more cautious, 
since actual suspension of hostilities could 
hard’y fail to bring about important changes 
in trade conditions and call for readjustments 
which would give a materially different aspe« 
to the situation. This possibility more than a 
continuance of the present interference with 
the movement of various substances imposes 
hesitancy now, and the fertilizer men will not 
feel that they have smooth sailing until the 
existing uncertainties have been removed 
The nearer the prospect for peace. therefore, 
the less eventful the fertilizer trade apt to 
be, the placing of orders for crude stocks be- 
ing deferred as ‘cng as possib’e in the ex- 
pectan¢ of extens've modifications. Germany, 
for instance has made an offer for not less 
than 3,000,000 bales of cotton at 25 cents a 
pound If the way were opened for the com- 
pletion of this deal and the shipment of the 
staple, it would mean ig things for the 
South and give the fertitizer trade in that 
section a veritable boom Great Britain, as is 


generally known, has declared cotton contra- 
band, and has offered, tentatively by way of 
relieving the situation, to pay for cotton ata 
certain price to silence oppos ym to the con- 
traband order from Americans on the ground 
that it interferes with neutral trade. The Ger- 
man offer, however, far above the price 
which England is willing to pay that enforce- 
ment of the contraband order is sure to bring 
out a most determined protest from the South 
and a demand upon Congress to take deter- 
mined action. What wil be done with respect 
to cotton, therefore, is of great importance to 
the Southern cotton growers directly, and to 
the fertilizer trade here indirectly, the use of 
fertilizers in the South last season having been

Interest in dyes and dyestuffs is kept 
at an active point not only because of 
the unsettled position of many mate- 
rials, but also on account of the pub- 
licity which is being given to the ques- 
tion of developing a home supply. 
During the week government officials 
were in the local’market gaining first 
hand information regarding the dyes 
and colors which are ordinarily used 
here with the object in view of de- 
vising ways and means by which any 
shortage may be avoided. The situa- 
tion in England is reported by our con- 
sul at Bradford, who states that the 
dyeware Situation in England appears 
still to be very difficult, and a perfect 
solution of the difficulties has not yet 
been found. The directors of British 
Dyes, Limited, are reported to be in- 
quiring for a suitable site for works at 
Selby, Yorkshire, but considerable time 
must necessarily elapse before any 
such works can be established and 
placed in operation. Moreover, prog- 
ress is likely to be slow owing to the 
shortage of labor and to the fact that 
certain intermediate products from 
which a large range of aniline dyes are 
derived are needed for the manufac- 
ture of explosives. Much is being done 
to relieve the situation by having re- 
course to natural dyestuffs, but a great 
variety of fancy shades in anilines can 
not now be executed. , 

The materials market during the 
week shows lower prices for starch 
and dextrine. Two separate revisions 
are reported in the case of all grades of 
starch and dextrine, making a net de- 
cline of twenty points. The tin prod- 
ucts also were lower in price since the 
first of the month. With these excep- 
tions prices are holding firm and the 
tendency has been to higher rather 
than to lower prices. Detailed reports 
on the separate items of the local mar- 
ket follow:— 


Sept. 4 


ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—There 
is little of new interest to report as a 
result of the week's trading. Spot 


stocks are small and prices are hardly 
more than nominal. The figures for 
aniline oil ranges from $1.25 to $1.50 
per pound, with higher prices quoted, 
for oreign offerings. Aniline salt is 
quoted at $1,30 per pound, but the situ- 
ation is no better from the standpoint 
of supply than that reported for ani- 
line oil. 

BICHROMATES.—The situation in 
bichromate of soda shows a sharp dis- 
tinction between prompt shipment and 


contracts Over next year. Contracts 
covering monthly deliveries over 1916 
have been made at varying prices. A 


few of the very large consumers have 
been able to contract at comparatively 
low prices, but such sales are few in 
number and can not be taken as a 
basis of real market values as the ma- 


jority of buyers are forced to pay 
higher prices. There were offers of 
soda during the week at 7%c. per 
pound. This price refers to 1916 de- 
livery and instead of being f. o. b. 
works, was or delivery at Eastern 
points. The best quotation openly 


quoted by sellers for contract business 
is 7%c. and some place 7%c. as their 
inside price. A difference also is made 
in price according to buyer and dealers 
with few exceptions have paid higher 
prices than were quoted to consumers. 
Some contracts placed by dealers have 
run up to 8\4c. per pound. The situa- 
tion therefore with regard to 1916 con- 
tracts shows that prices vary accord- 
ing to seller and the position of the 
buyer. The spot market for bichro- 
mate of soda is very strong at pres- 
ent. Offerings seem to be pretty weil 
cleaned up and prices moved upwards 
sharply during the week. The present 
asking price is 15c. per pound or spot 
material. The small amount of stocks 
on spot is indicated by reports that 
one of the producing companies was 
in the market during the week and 
tried to get hold of considerable 
quantities. It is stated that some spot 


material sold at llc., but this was not 
a price at any time by first hands. 
- Shipments over the balance of the 
year are likewise very strong,and are 
held at but little under the quotation 
for spot material. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—There has 
been an easier tone in the market for 
nearly all the tin products in sympa- 
thy with the metal. Bichloride of tin 


50 degrees is now quoted at 10%c. Tin 
crystals in barrels are held at 25@25'ec. 

CUTCH.—A report from London says 
that a sample of cutch manufactured 
in the Chiengmai district was sent by 
the conservator of forests, Siam, to the 
president, Forest Research Institute, 
India, for analysis. It was found to 
be of average composition and suitable 
for use as a dye, though it is prob- 
ably of too deep a color to be used as 
a tanning agent. It should be classed 


as “solid Burma cutch,” which is gen- 


erally used for dyeing fishing nets in the 


United Kingdom. Similar cutch is sold 
in India for edible purposes under the 
name of “red katha,”
